Iodine  Preparations  Combination 

A  dinner  to  members  of  the  Iodine  Preparations  Combination 
was  held  at  the  Victoria  Hotel,  London,  on  December  12  to 
commemorate  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  signing  the  original 
agreement,  dated  December  12,  1888,  by  which  representatives 
of  the  principal  manufacturers  of  iodine  preparations  in  France, 
Germany  and  Great  Britain  brought  into  existence  the  organisa- 
tion known  popularly  to  the  chemical  trade  as  the  "  LP.C." 
The  Combination  was  suspended  during  the  Great  War,  but 
resumed  activities  immediately  normal  trade  relations  were  re- 
newed. Its  purpose  is  to  promote  order  and  well-being  in  the 
manufacture  of  iodine  preparations.  The  menu  card  at  the 
dinner  bore  a  facsimile  of  part  of  the  original  document,  includ- 
ing the  signature  of  the  parties.  The  toast  "  The  Iodine  Pre- 
parations Combination  ' '  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Stanley  Whiffen 
in  a  speech  which  sketched  the  history  of  the  convention  and  the 
difficulties  which  had  been  surmounted  during  its  lifetime.  He 
said  that  there  were  nine  present  whose  surnames  were  those  of 
the  signatories  to  the  original  agreement,  which  had  been  signed 
at  the  Hotel  Metropole,  not  two  hundred  yards  from  where  the 
guests  were  sitting.  Th.e  idea  of  the  convention  came  from 
Dr.  Paul  Rottenburg,  whose  good  work  was  largely  responsible 
for  its  long  life,  for  it  was  interesting  to  note  that  the  first  agree- 
ment was  for  one  year  only.  Mr.  Whiffen  referred  to  names 
associated  with  the  agreement,  including  those  of  Roques, 
Morson  and  Howards,  to  his  uncle,  the  late  Mr.  W.  G.  Whiffen, 
whose  name  was  a  link  in  his  own  connexion  with  the  I. P.O., 
and  to  Antony  Gibbs  &  Sons,  who  were  represented  at  the 
dinner  by  Mr.  Korn.  He  also  acknowledged  consideration 
shown  by  the  Nitrate  Corporation  of  Chile  and  welcomed  the 
presence  of  their  represen- 
tatives. Dr.  Hartenstein, 
Mr.  Ferdinand  Roques,  Mr. 
Geoffrey  Howard,  Dr. 
Wetzell,  and  others  also 
spoke.

— Bedfordshire  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  held  a  dance  at  Bedford,  on  Novem- 
ber 23,  in  aid  of  the  Society's  Benevolent  Fund.  Pharmacists 
from  Luton  and  Northamptonshire  were  present.  Spot  prizes 
were  won  by  Messrs.  A.  Nightall,  A.  Westley  and  Mrs.  A. 
Nightall  and  Miss  Horrabin. 

Four  chemists  on  Town  council. — ^Mr.  G.  Brown  was  in 
the  chair  at  the  annual  dinner-dance  of  the  Bolton  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  December  7.  The  toast  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  moved  by  Councillor  Barlow  (clerk  to 
the  Bolton  Insurance  Committee)  was  responded  to  by  Mr.  W. 
Deacon  (vice-president  of  the  Society),  who  complimented 
Bolton  on  its  wisdom  in  having  four  qualified  chemists  on  the 
town  council.  The  training  necessary  for  chemists — to  be 
careful  and  thoughtful — could  serve  a  most  useful  purpose  in 
the  government  of  a  borough.  Mr.  Deacon  went  on  to  outline 
the  tremendous  strides  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  made, 
and  emphasised  the  fact  that  now,  more  than  at  any  previous 
time,  it  was  necessary  that  a  high  standard  of  efficiency  be 
reached  before  candidates  could  qualify.  He  was  not  certain, 
however,  that  that  standard  was  always  appreciated  by  the 
public.  Moving  the  toast  "  Our  Guests,"  Councillor  Crumble- 
hulme,  M.P.S.,  referred  to  the  valuable  work  being  done  by 
Councillor  Parkes  (secretary,  Bolton  Chamber  of  Trade)  towards 
combating  the  multiple  stores  and  assisting  the  private  trader. 
The  Mayor  (Aid.  Entwistle)  and  Dr.  Galloway  (medical  officer 
of  health)  responded.  Winnersi  of  whist  prizes  presented  by 
Mrs.  G.  Brown  were :  Ladies,  Mesdames  Dawes,  Bloodworth, 
Garvin,  Gadsley  and  Hodgkinson.

Ealing 

Three  papers. — Mr.  J.  E.  Goodall  presided  at  a  meeting  of 
the  West  Middlesex  Chemists'  Association  on  November  22. 
He  gave  a  report  of  his  visit  to  Hayes,  Middlesex,  where  the 
local  members  had  called  a  meeting  to  consider  the  steps 
necessary  to  form  a  separate  Association  or  Branch.  A  report 
on  steps  taken  to  ascertain  details  of  the  manning  and  equip- 
ment of  first-aid  posts  in  Ealing  was  then  given  by  Mr.  F.  G. 
Wells.  Questions  relating  to  the  census  paper  from  the  com- 
mittee of  inquiry  were  next  answered  and  explained  by  Messrs. 
E.  Ratclifle  and  F.  G.  Wells.  Finally,  three  short  papers  were 
given  on  "  A  Young  Member's  Views  on  Pharmacy,"  by  Mr. 
A.  A.  Hunt  ;  "  Some  Criticisms  of  Pharmacists  and  Phar- 
macy," by  Mr.  F.  E.  C.  Bateson  ;  and  "  Company  Phar- 
macy," by  Mr.  H.  G.  Kirby.    Discussion  followed  cacli  address. 

Exeter 

Lecture  on  vitamins. — A  lecture  on  "  The  Vitamins:  with 
Special  Reference  to  Recent  Developments  "  was  given  to  the 
local  branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  Exeter  by  Mr. 
W.  E.  James  (Glaxo,  Ltd.),  recently.  With  the  help  of 
lantern  slides,  he  outlined  the  methods  of  preparation,  stan- 
dardisation and  functioning  of  the  more  important  vita- 
mins, and  dealt  also  with  recent  research  work.  Graphical 
formulas  were  shown  of  those  vitamins  of  which  the  constitu- 
tion had  been  established,  and  specimens  were  exhibited.  In 
reply  to  questions,  Mr.  James  said  the  vitamins  had  little  if 
any  toxic  effect  and  any  excess  administered  was  readily 
eliminated  from  the  system.  The  results  of  laboratory  experi- 
ments on  rats  had  been  confirmed  by  clinical  evidence. 
Vitamin  therapy  was  essentially  concerned  with  nutritional 
deficiencies  and  it  was  unlikely  to  oust  established  medica- 
ments in  general  practice.  Mr.  James  was  thanked  for  his 
lecture  on  the  motion  of  the  chairman  (Mr.  A.  C.  Milton). 

London 

Theft  of  cameras. — A  window  at  the  Berkeley  Street  pre- 
mises of  Wallace  Heaton,  Ltd.,  was  broken  during  the  night 
of  December  11- 12  and  six  valuable  miniature  cameras  stolen. 

Discussion  on  controversial  topics.- — A  meeting  of  the 
West  London  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held 
on  November  30,  when  Mr.  H.  C.  E.  Glover  (chairman)  pre- 
sided and  Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  (secretary,  Pharmaceutical 
Society)  spoke  on  "  Controversial  Topics."  Mr.  Linstead  dis- 
cussed the  question  whether  it  would  bq  an  advantage  for  the 
pharmaceutical  profession  to  be  governed  ultimately  by  the 


General  Medical  Council.     The  benefits  from  this  could  be 
appreciated,  he  said,  when  one  realised  the  political  power  0 
that  body.    The  dental  profession  had  gained  much  from  it 
association  with  the  G.M.C.  under  the  Dental  Board  ;  an 
the  protection  that  denti.stry  enjoyed  to-day  was  probabl 
greater  than  that  of  any  other  profession.    On  the  other  hand 
the  outlook  of  official  medicine  was  restricted  in  its  politica 
aspect,  and  the  tendency  was  for  the  medical  profession  tc 
keep  its  ancillary  services  in  a  subordinate  position.     In  an 
amalgamation  the  preponderance  of  medicine  would  not  alio 
freedom  for  other  professions  to  flourish.    On  balance,  it  woul 
be  preferable  for  each  body  to  conduct  its  own  affairs.  Pass 
ing  to   counter  prescribing  by  chemists  and  dispensing  b 
doctors,  Mr.  Linstead  felt  that  this  subject  would,  in  the  cours 
of  time,  solve  itself  owing  to  the  inclusion  of  dependants  in  th 
National  Health  Insurance  scheme,  and  to  other  extensions  o 
the  public  health  services,  and  that  it  would  not  be  good  polic 
to  force  an  issue  at  the  present  time.    The  absorption  of  refuge 
pharmacists  required  careful  consideration.    He  dealt  at  som 
length  with  the  problem  of  the  adequate  training  of  appren 
tices.    If  it  were  possible,  he  said,  to  dissociate  apprenticeship 
from  training  in  dispensing  a  good  deal  might  be  said  for  the 
student  completing  his  academic  training  before  commencin 
his  practical  training  in  a  pharmacy. 

In  the  discussion  which  follow  ed  Mr.  Alban  Atkin  was  not  in 
favour  of  pharmacy  being  controlled  by  the  General  Medical 
Council.  Mr.  Jordan  felt  that  refugee  pharmacists  would 
find  difficulty  in  practising  in  this  country  owing  to 
the  different  systems  of  weights  and  measures,  but  he  was 
assured  by  Mr.  Linstead  that  experience  had  shown  that  this 
was  not  so.  Mr.  Dootson  was  doubtful  of  the  practicability 
of  apprenticeship  after  qualification.  Mr.  B.  R.  Wilkinson 
was  not  in  favour  of  Mr.  Linstaad's  apprenticeship  project, 
while  Mr.  H.  Berry  (dean  of  the  Society's  College)  commended 
the  suggestions,  as  he  felt  strongly  that  the  present  methods 
were  to  some  extent  a  failure.  Other  speakers  contributing  to 
the  discussion  were  Messrs.  McBride,  Barrett,  Philhps,  Pitch- 
ford,  Goodwin  and  Clifford  Evans.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
speaker  was  proposed  by  the  vice-chairman  (Mr.  D.  R.  Evans) 
and  seconded  by  Mr.  B.  R.  Wilkinson. 

Manchester 

Staff  dinner. — James  Woollev,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  held  their 
fifty-third  annual  staff  dinner'  at  the  Manchester  Limited 
restaurant,  Royal  Exchange,  on  December  i,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Franklin  presiding.  The  three  hundred  guests  included  the 
managing  director  (Colonel  Watson),  Messrs.  G.  S.  Woolley, 
A.  Maude  and  C.  K.  Faulkner.    Dancing  followed. 

Practical  hints. — The  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion and  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  a  meeting 
on  December  i,  Mr.  H.  Steinman  in  the  chair,  when  short 
addresses  on  "  Practical  Hints  for  Pharmacists  "  were  given 
by  three  members  of  the  Association.  Mr.  E.  Barker  said  that 
cleanliness  and  neatness  were  most  important  not  only  in  the 
pharmacy  but  also  in  the  dispensary  and  in  the  stockroom.  It 
was  on  'the  general  appearance  of  the  shop  that  customers 
formed  their  opinion  of  the  pharmacist.  In  the  display  of 
goods  preference  should  be  given,  after  own  specialities,  to  the 
goods  of  firms  of  professional  standing  and  repute.  Mr.  Barker 
gave  advice  on  the  arrangement  of  drugs  and  apparatus  in  Jhe 
dispensary.  Mr.  G.  H.  Haines  recalled  incidents  that  had 
occurred  during  his  career  as  a  pharmacist.  Mr.  Haines  had 
practical  advice  to  give  on  points  so  divergent  as  the  loosening 
of  glass  stoppers,  a  cure  for  hiccough  and  the  removal  of  foreign 
substances  in  the  eye.  He  thought  a  drug  index  should  be 
part  of  the  equipment  of  every  pharmacy  and  described  the 
system  in  force  in  his  own.  Mr.  J.  Tomlinson  recommended 
tiie  use  of  a  homogeniser  in  the  manufacture  of  emulsions.  A 
vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  bv  Mr.  G.  V.  Tyler  and  seconded 
by  Mr.  A.  Harding.  A  communication  from  the  Society  s 
headquarters  on,  the  Government  Voluntary  Pensions  scheme 
was  read  by  the  secretary  (Mr.  T.  Miller),  who  explained  in 
greater  detail  the  provisions  of  the  scheme.  Questions  followed 
that  proved  certain  members  to  be  interested.

Sheffield 

Report  on  local  price-cutting. — At  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Sheffield  Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and 
the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  recently,  Mr.  C.  W. 
Hobson  in  the  chair,  the  chief  item  of  interest  was  a  report  on 
the  work  done  by  Messrs.  Berry  and  Craven  regarding  price- 
cutting  and  on  dividend  given  by  co-operative  societies  on 
P.A.T.A.  goods.  The  result  of  this  work  has  been  that  the  co- 
operative shops  in  Sheffield  are  conforming  strictly  to  P.A.T.A. 
rules  and  price  cutters  are  finding  it  increasingly  difficult  to 
obtain  supplies  ;  many  sources  have  been  eliminated  entirely. 
Discussion  took  place  regarding  the  supply  of  goods  by 
Chemists'  Friends  manufacturers  to  market  traders  and  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  unanimously  passed:  "  This  meeting  con- 
siders that  it  is  incompatible  for  C.F.  manufacturers  to  sell 
to  market  traders  goods  bearing  the  name  or  recognised  trade 
mark  of  that  manufacturer."  The  election  of  officers  resulted 
as  follows:— /oiwf  Secretary  (P.A.T.A.  and  N.P.U.),  Mr.  J.  E.

Shrewsbury 

Memorial  fund  inaugurated. — The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Shropshire  and  Montgomeryshire  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  held  at  Shrewsbury  recently,  when  about 
thirty  members  were  present  for  tea.

The  subject  of  air-raid  precautions  first-aid  classes  was  dis- 
cussed at  length,  and  it  was  unanimously  decided  that  chemists 
should  qualify  for  first-aid  work  and  remain  in  their  phar- 
macies. Classes  are  to  be  arranged.  Mr.  G.  R.  Knox  Mawer 
(a  member  of  the  Society's  Council)  then  addressed  members, 
dealing  successively  with  poisons  law  ;  the  code  of  ethics  ;  the 
Benevolent  Fund  ;  the  new  building  ;  and  the  Welsh  fund  for 
a  memorial  to  the  late  Sir  William  Glyn  Jones.  He  also  urged 
members  to  send  to  the  Society  relics  of  historical  pharmaceu- 
tical interest.  It  was  decided,  after  Mr.  Mawer's  remarks,  to 
inaugurate  a  fund  to  provide  a  gift  to  the  new  building,  to  take 
the  form  of  a  memorial  to  the  late  Mr.  William  Gowen  Cross, 
Shrewsbury,  who  was  for  many  years  branch  secretary  and 
chairman  and  an  examiner,  member  and  vice-chairman  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council.  The  secretary  was  instructed 
to  send  a  letter  to  the  manufacturers  of  two  proprietary  pre- 
parations thanking  them  for  their  reference  to  chemists  in  their 
advertisements  in  the  daily  Press. 

Truro 

Praise  for  Chemists'  Friends  scheme. — -A  meeting  of 
Cornish  pharmacists  at  Truro,  recently,  was  presided  over  by 
Mr.  A.  C.  Cannon,  Truro,  who  gave  an  outline  of  the  business 
transacted  at  the  recent  Conference  of  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees. Mr.  C.  J.  Yeates  (a  member  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  Executive)  attended  and  gave  a 
summary  of  the  work  and  aims  of  the  Union.  He  commenced 
by  expressing  pleasure,  as  a  member  of  the  Central  N.H.I, 
committee  in  London,  at  having  assisted  in  the  removal  of 
the  discounting  clause  from  N.H.I,  contracts.  For  nearly 
loo  years,  he  continued,  the  Society's  Charter  had  borne  these 
words:  "  For  the  protection  of  those  who  carry  on  the  business 
of  a  chemist  and  druggist."  If  a  chemist  had  any  real  business 
it  was  that  of  supplying  medicines.  Yet  to-day,  for  every 
qualified  chemist  supplying  medicines  from  registered  premises, 
ten  unqualified  people  were  supplying  medicines,  as  defined 
by  law,  from  unregistered  premises.  The  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  had  failed  to  protect  pharmacists 
efficiently,  but  the  C.F.  movement  afforded  an  increasing 
measure  of  protection.  Similarly,  the  object  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  was  price  maintenance,  but  there 
were  still  shops  where  P.A.T.A.  lines  were  being  sold  at  cut 
prices.  They  might  think  him  a  bold  man  for  saying  that 
the  C.F.  movernent  was  doing  more  than  either  the  Council 
of  the  Society  or  the  Council  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  but  he  would 


be  a  bolder  man  who  would  attempt  to  justify  an  opposite 
opinion  impartially  in  the  face  of  constantly  accumulating 
evidence.  Annual  reports  read  from  pharmaceutical  publica- 
tions showed  that  numerous  C.F.  manufacturing  firms  had 
increased  their  profits  during  the  year,  whereas  many  non- 
C.F.  firms  had  lost  ground.  The  rate  of  progress  in  diverting 
the  supply  of  medicines  into  the  proper  channel  would  be 
increased  if  retail  chemists  would  do  their  share  by  supporting 
the  movement  and  refusing  displays  to  non-C.F.  firms.  Dis- 
cussion followed,  during  which  an  improved  method  of  labelling 
C.F.  lines  was  suggested  ;  this  is  being  submitted  to  the 
Union  for  consideration.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded 
Mr.  Yeates  on  the  proposition  of  Mr,  Hall,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Jenkin. 

Worcester 

Local  association  formed. — A  meeting  called  with  the 
object  of  re-forming  the  local  Chemists'  Association  which  has 
Ijeen  dormant  for  some  years  was  held  in  Worcester  on  Decem- 
ber I.  A  further  aim  was  to  incorporate  with  it  a  branch  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union.

Report  on  shop  hours. — The  report  of  the  committee  which 
for  two  years  has  been  investigating  the  operation  of  the  Shop 
Hours  Act  in  Northern  Ireland  is  shortly  to  be  published. 
One  of  the  chief  recommendations,  it  is  expected,  will  be  limi- 
tation of  working  hours  for  all  shop  assistants  to  a  maximum  of 
fifty-two  per  week.  If  this  time  is  exceeded  the  additional 
hours  will  be  regarded  as  overtime.  The  committee  has  de- 
cided that  the  weekly  half -holiday  should  apply  generally. 
A  general  half-holiday  on  Saturdays  has  been  found  imprac- 
ticable, but,  if  the  committee's  recommendations  are  accepted, 
all  assistants  will  be  free  from  1.30  p.m.  on  one  day  in  each 
week.  Shops  in  which  a  "  mixed  "  business  is  carried  on  may 
have  to  conform  to  the  regulations  governing  hours  and  half- 
holidays.  Under  existing  regulations  goods  exempted  can  be 
sold  during  the  half-holiday,  but  under  the  new  proposals  such 
exemption,  it  is  believed,  will  be  withdrawn.  There  will,  how- 
ever, be  certain  exceptions,  which  will  include  chemists'  shops.

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Contraceptives 
Mr.  Acland  asked  the  Home  Secretary  on  December  13 
whether  he  can  give  any  indication  of  the  numbers  of  slot- 
machines  for  the  sale  of  contraceptives  in  existence  and  of  the 
parts  of  the  country  in  which  these  machines  are  to  be  found  ; 
and  whether  there  are  any  parts  of  the  country  and,  if  so, 
which  parts,  in  which  his  Department  regard  the  mimbers  of 
these  machines  in  existence  as  a  source  of  danger  to  health  or 
to  morals  ? 

Mr.  Lloyd:  My  right  hon.  Friend's  attention  has  only  been 
drawn  to  the  existence  of  such  machines  in  three  large  centres, 
and  he  has  no  information  that  in  any  part  of  the  country  there 
is  an  appreciable  number. 

Medicine  Stamp  Duties 

Mr.  Garro  Jones  asked  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the 
Treasury  on  December  7  when  the  Government  intends  to  make 
a  statement  of  its  policy  upon  the  findings  of  the  1937  Com- 
mittee on  Medicine  Stamp  Duties? 

Captain  Wallace,  in  reply,  said  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer referred  to  this  matter  in  his  last  Budget  speech,  to 
which  he  is  not  at  present  in  a  position  to  add. 

Mr.  Garro  Jones  inquired  for  the  references  to  the  last  six 
law  actions  by  the  Inland  Revenue  against  firms,  companies  or 
persons  under  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts  ;  whether  the  commis- 
sioners have  ever  issued  ruling  upon  the  interpretation  of  those 
Acts  ;  and,  if  so,  whether  such  rulings  are  now  available  for 
reference  by  persons  interested.? 


Captain  Wallace  said  it  is  not  possible  to  state  the  reference; 
to  the  last  six  cases  under  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts,  which  wer( 
heard  by  courts  of  summary  jurisdiction,  without  inquiry  0 
the  courts  concerned.  If  the  hon.  Member  is  referring  to  th 
leading  judicial  decisions  on  this  subject  he  wUl  find  a  list  ii 
the  ' '  Memorandum  on  the  law  relating  to  the  Medicine  Stamj: 
Duties  "  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  for  th( 
information  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Medicine  Stamp  Dutie: 
which  reported  in  1937. 

As  regards  the  second  and  third  parts  of  the  question,  a  cop) 
of  an  explanatory  leaflet  on  the  subject  of  the  Medicine  Stamp 
Duty  is  published  by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise. 

Cancer  Bill 

A  Bill  was  recently  introduced  in  the  House  of  Commons  tc 
make  further  provision  for  the  treatment  of  cancer,  to  authorist 
the  Minister  of  Health  to  lend  money  to  the  National  Radium 
Trust,  to  prohibit  certain  advertisements  relating  to  cancer 
and  for  purposes  connected  with  the  matters  aforesaid.  (H.M 
Stationery  Office,  3d.)  Clause  4  prohibits  advertisements  ol 
offers  to  treat  cancer  and  advertisements  referring  to  articles  in 
terms  calculated  to  lead  to  the  use  of  the  articles  in  the  treat 
m^ent  of  cancer.  There  is  a  saving  for  advertisements  sent  to 
members  of  the  medical,  nursing  and  pharmaceutical  profes 
sions  and  certain  businesses,  or  published  in  journals  of  a 
technical  character.  The  Bill  passed  a  second  reading  on 
December  12,  and  during  the  discussion  Mr.  Ernest  Evans  and 
Mr.  Storey  welcomed  the  advertising  restrictions. 


Topical  Reflections

Photography  in  Winter 


By  way  of  underlining  a  few  of  the  points  made  in  your 
editorial  article  "Better  Photographic  Business"  (C.  D., 
December  10,  p.  643)  and  the  related  article  on  p.  646,  I  may 
recall  that  in  my  apprenticeship  days  the  sale  of  photographic 
apparatus  and  requisites  by  chemists  had  hardly  begun.  Some 
of  the  older  men  then  in  business  seemed  to  have  a  lurking 
doubt  whether  there  was  not  something  alien  to  pharmacy  in 
adopting  a  side-line  of  this  nature.  During  the  first  half  of 
the  'nineties  users  of  the  more  expensive  types  of  camera  pre- 
ferred, in  my  experience,  to  have  their  plates  or  films  developed 
for  them  (some  even  insisting  on  their  efforts  being  sent  to  the 
respective  makers  of  the  cameras),  while  humbler  amateurs  did 
their  own  developing  and  printing.  Your  contributor's  state- 
ment that  "  during  the  past  few  years  the  number  of  real 
amateurs — those  who  do  their  own  work — has  grown  enor- 
mously "  is  important.  It  implies  that  with  increasing  de- 
mand for  paper,  chemicals  and  adjuncts  will  come  an  increas- 
ing volume  of  questions  on  how  to  use  the  material  to  the 
best  advantage.  A  sound  knowledge  of  photography,  theoreti- 
cal and  practical,  thus  becomes  essential  to  pharmacists  who 
handle  this  class  of  business.  Your  question,  "  Can  he  [the 
pharmacist]  compete?  "  with  sellers  of  high -class  apparatus  is 
answered  by  you  in  the  affirmative.  It  is  well  to  remember 
this.  There  is  a  happy  medium  between  the  overbuying  of 
goods  for  which  there  is  ordinarily  a  slow  sale  and  a  timor- 
ous refusal  to  rise  above  the  needs  of  the  average  schoolboy. 
Incidentally,  I  was  once  told  by  an  old  professional  photo- 
grapher that  when  pyrogallic  acid  first  appeared  on  the  market 
it  was  so  light  and  fluffy  that  care  had  to  be  exercised  in  open- 
ing its  container. 

Salaries  in  New  Zealand 

The  lengthy  scale  of  salaries  for  pharmacists'  apprentices 
and  assistants  in  New  Zealand  (p.  640)  will  be  scrutinised,  for 
obvious  reasons,  by  many  of  your  readers.  I  notice  that  an 
improver  may  have  passed  his  qualifying  examination  but  will 
still  remain  an  improver  till  he  has  completed  the  specified 


period  of  "  improvership  "  ;  he  cannot  become  an  assistant  till 
then.  Provision  is  made,  however,  for  the  qualified  improver 
to  receive  a  higher  salary  than  the  unqualified.  The  designa 
tion  "  improver"  dates  back,  according  to  the  Oxford  EngM 
Dictionary,  to  1858 :  one  would  have  supposed  it  to  be  old^ 
as  it  may  one  day  be  discovered  to  be.  The  New  Zealano 
improver  who  has  qualified  by  examination  remains  conspicu- 
ously below  the  salary  level  of  the  unqualified  assistant  durin 
his  first  year,  and  to  a  less  extent  for  his  second.  Another 
feature  is  that  an  unqualified  assistant,  after  two  years'  ex-, 
perience  in  that  capacity,  is  advanced  from  a  salary  M. 
£4  17s.  6d.  a  week  to  one  of  £5  5s.,  only  5s.  less  than  that  of  a' 
qualified  man.  The  latter,  however,  receives  a  weekly  salaiy 
of  £6  if  he  is  registered,  a  material  consideration  in  addition  to 
any  legal  advantages  that  may  accrue.  If  the  di  ;ons  now 
and  for  some  time  past  in  progress  in  this  country  i  ■  ling  the 
organisation  of  workers  in  pharmacy  reach  the  stage  .  Jefinite 
arrangements,  legislative  or  voluntary,  such  details  will  no 
doubt  be  taken  into  account. 

Windfalls 

A  charming  instance  of  the  unconscious  choice  of  a  doul 
edged  epithet  is  disclosed  in  the  quotation  on  p.  653  from 
unnamed  local  newspaper,  which  describes  panel  chemists 
having  just  received  "  an  unexpected  windfall."  Windfalls,, 
the  usual  acceptation  of  the  word,  are  fruits  detached  fr 
trees  by  the  action  of  wind  ;  and  horticulturists  tell  us  ti, 
such  fruits  exhibit,  on  examination,  bruises  which  warn  the 
housewife  or  other  storekeeper  not  to  regard  them  as  sound  nor 
to  mix  them  with  fruit  which  is  sound.  In  GiSord's  transla- 
tion of  Juvenal  we  find:  "  Apples,  which  you  may  smell,  but 
never  taste.  Before  your  lord  and  his  great  friends  are  placed: 
While  you  enjoy  mere  winfalls."  Exactly.  For  "  your  lord 
and  his  great  friends  "  let  us  read  "  the  medical  profession," 
and  the  application  of  the  lines  is  clear.  ' '  Rare  and  refreshing 
fruit  "  for  insured  labour  ;  selected  apples  for  medicine  ;  wind- 
falls for  pharmacy.  What  is  to  be  our  policy  when  the  time  for 
considering  the  next  contract  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
arrives?  Shall  we,  having  by  then  forgotten  all  about  dis- 
counting, remain  gatherers  of  windfalls? 
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Legal  Reports 


Assistant's  Half-Holiday. —  At  Aberdeen  Sheriff  Court,  on 
December  9,  Mr.  John  Gall  ;Mutch,  M.P.S.,  23  Hammersmith 
Road,  was  charged  in  respect  of  the  employment  of  an  assis- 
ant,  John  Phillips.  The  charge  stated  that  on  six  Tuesdays — 
Tuesday  being  the  day  prescribed  for  Mr.  Phillips'  half-holiday 
—Mr.  Mutch  employed  him  between  the  hours  of  6  p.m.  and 
i  p.m.  of  those  days.  Mr.  J.  G.  D.  Ferries,  advocate,  who  said 
16  was  instructed  by  the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation, 
Dbjected  to  the  relevancy  of  the  complaint  on  behalf  of  Mr. 
Mutch.  "  Nowhere  in  the  Statute,"  he  said,  "  is  it  laid  down 
:hat  I  must  give  my  manager  his  half-day  on  the  half-day  on 
.vhich,  under  the  Statute,  I  have  to  close  the  shop."  Sheriff 
Laing:  You  mean  you  can  give  him  another  half-day.  Mr. 
Ferries :  I  am  charged  with  not  giving  my  manager  a  half-day 
m  Tuesday.  It  may  be  the  most  convenient  afternoon  to  give 
lis  weekly  half-holiday,  but  there  is  no  provision  that  it  ought 
.0  be  done.  Mr.  Ferries  said  the  manager  could  be  employed 
jn  Tuesday  afternoon,  provided  he  dealt  only  with  the  sale  of 
nedicines  and  medicinal  and  surgical  appliances.  He  could  not 
iell  a  quantity  of  pastilles,  for  instance.  Any  other  afternoon 
Jut  Tuesday,  the  regular  day  for  closing  the  shop,  would  satisfy 
:he  terms  of  the  Statute  as  far  as  the  manager's  half-day  was 
;oncerned.  Mr.  Wilson  J.  Smith,  burgh  prosecutor,  said  that 
;he  notice  which  Mr.  Mutch  had  in  his  shop  specified  Tuesday 
IS  being  Mr.  Phillips'  half-holiday.  That  was  what  was  meant 
3y  the  work  ' '  prescribed  ' '  in  the  complaint.  Mr.  Ferries :  It 
s  being  charged  with  failing  to  give  a  half-holiday  on  Tuesday 
!:hat  I  am  objecting  to.  I  am  only  required  under  the  Statute 
o  put  up  a  notice  for  the  closing  of  the  shop.    The  objection 

0  the  relevancy  to  the  charge  was  repelled  by  Sheriff  Laing, 
vho  fixed  proof  for  January  3. 

Meaning  of  Sal  Volatile. —  At  the  Thames  Police  Court, 
^ondon,  on  December  9,  Mr.  James  Symon,  M.P.S.,  Stepney, 
|vas  summoned  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act. 
928,  for  selling  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser  at  his  shop 
on  October  7  sal  volatile  that  was  deficient  in  alcohol  to  the 
■xtent  of  95.4  per  cent.  Defendant  pleaded  "  Not  guilty." 
At.  Edward  Fail,  prosecuting  for  the  Stepney  Borough  Council, 
laid  an  inspector  employed  by  the  Council  entered  the  defen- 
lant's  shop  and  asked  for  a  bottle  of  sal  volatile.  The  man  in 
he  shop  took  a  bottle  from  a  shelf,  and  gave  the  inspector 

1  small  bottle  containing  a  substance  which  he  thought  was 
vhat  he  asked  for,  and  lor  which  he  was  asked  and  paid  one 
hilling.  The  man  said,  "  Do  you  want  a  receipt?  "  and  when 
he  inspector  asked  why,  the  man  said,  ' '  I  thought  you  had 
;ome  from  a  factory  and  were  filling  up  your  first-aid  box." 
The  man  apparently  reported  the  matter  to  Mr.  Symon,  for 
he  latter  subsequently  sent  a  letter  to  the  Council,  in  which 
le  stated  that  the  inspector  had  asked  for  sal  volatile,  which 
vas  usually  required  for  immediate  use  in  the  case  of  fainting, 
md  had  been  supplied  with  liq.  amnion,  arom.,  but  if  he  had 
isked  for  spirits  of  sal  volatile,  not  sal  volatile,  he  would  have 
3een  told  they  were  out  of  stock.  Mr.  Fail  added  that  the 
nspector  had  asked  for  sal  volatile,  as  Mr.  Symon  admitted  in 
lis  letter,  but  he  had  got  the  next  best  thing,  although  paying 
or  the  best.  The  strict  term  for  sal  volatile  was  spirits  of  sal 
/olatile,  but  when  people  in  the  East  End  asked  for  sal 
/olatile  they  expected  to  get  spirits  of  sal  volatile.  The  bad 
■eature  of  the  case  was  the  charging  of  one  shilling  for  some- 
:hing  that  was  worth  only  3jd.  The  inspector  said  that  the 
nan  in  the  shop  took  a  bottle  from  a  shelf,  went  to  the  rear 
5f  the  shop,  and  returned  with  a  small  bottle  labelled  "  sal 
volatile  N.F."  He  paid  is.  for  it.  Mr.  Symon:  Do  you  know 
jf  a  preparation  called  sal  volatile? — Yes.  Well,  I  have  been 
1  qualified  chemist,  and  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  forty-eight  years,  and  I  have  never  heard  of  it,  and 
lone  of  my  friends  know  that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  sal 
TOlatile.  It  is  unofficial,  and  it  is  illegal  to  summon  a  man 
or  an  unofficial  thing  that  does  not  come  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act.  The  Magistrate:  Yes,  but  the  point  is  that,  if  he 
isks  for  sal  volatile,  he  is  entitled  to  have  it,  and  you  must 
lot  serve  him  with  something  else.  Mr.  Symon:  This  book, 
,he  "British  Pharmacopoeia,"  governs  the  Food  and  Drugs 
^^ct,  and  you  will  not  find  sal  volatile  in  it.  Mr.  Douglas 
Henville,  public  analyst  to  the  Borough  of  Stepney,  said  that, 
strictly  speaking,  sal  volatile  was  spirits  of  sal  volatile,  but  no 


one  ever  used  the  full  term.  Everyone  called  it  sal  volatile, 
and  all  samples  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  were  taken  in 
that  name.  Liq.  ammon.  arom.  contained  only  3  per  cent,  of 
alcohol.  Sal  volatile  contained  65-70  per  cent,  of  alcohol, 
which  made  a  considerable  difference  in  the  price,  as  alcohol 
was  expensive.  Mr.  Symon:  You  know  chemists  are  not 
allowed  to  use  spirits  of  sal  volatile  in  any  formula  under  the 
National  Health  Insurance? — National  Health  Insurance  does 
not  enter  into  the  matter.  Mr.  Symon:  If  the  inspector  had 
asked  for  spirits  of  sal  volatile,  he  would  not  have  been  served. 
Mr.  Henville :  For  the  past  fourteen  years,  while  I  have  been 
here,  inspectors  have  always  asked  for  sal  volatile,  and  they 
have  got  the  correct  thing,  except  in  your  case.  Giving 
evidence,  defendant  said  that  the  inspector  called  while  he  was 
away  ill  and  asked  for  two  ounces  of  sal  volatile.  His  locum 
asked  if  it  was  for  an  emergency  case,  and  the  inspector  said 
it  was,  which  was  a  lie.  The  locum  served  him  with  a  bottle 
labelled  "  Sal  volatile.  National  Health  Insurance  Formula." 
He  had  searched  every  list  published  in  England  to  try  and 
find  sal  volatile,  but  could  not.  He  could  not  be  convicted  for 
failing  to  supply  sal  volatile,  for  there  was  no  such  substance. 
The  Magistrate:  Quite  apart  from  the  Pharmacopoeia,  when  a 
person  asks  for  sal  volatile  it  does  mean  a  certain  thing.  What 
do  you  say  would  make  it  unlawful  for  you  to  supply  spirits 
of  sal  volatile? — It  would  not  be  unlawful  if  it  were  asked  for, 
but  it  was  not  demanded.  During  the  fifty  years  I  have  been 
in  business  I  have  never  been  called  upon  to  come  to  a  police 
court  to  defend  a  summons  for  adulteration.  If  I  am  spared 
another  five  years  I  shall  be  the  oldest  qualified  chemist  on 
the  register  in  the  world.  I  have  served  my  customers  always 
to  the  best  of  my  ability.  I  stand  as  a  sentinel  between  the 
doctor  and  the  patient.  Mr.  Fail:  Do  you  sell  sal  volatile?  — 
No.  You  know  what  it  is  then? — There  is  no  such  thing.  No 
wholesale  house  can  supply  it.  Mr.  Fail  produced  another 
bottle  containing  an  informal  sample  taken  from  defendant's 
shop  four  days  before  the  official  sample.  Defendant  admitted 
that  the  writing  on  the  label  was  that  of  his  locum,  and  that 
the  only  words  on  the  label  were  "  Sal  volatile."  Replying  to 
the  magistrate,  Mr.  Symon  said  that  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Committee  would  not  allow  chemists  to  dispense 
spirits  of  sal  volatile  for  panel  patients,  because  of  the  exces- 
sive cost  to  the  Drug  Fund,  the  money  for  which  was  supplied 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  magistrate  said  the  case  gave 
him  considerable  difficulty,  but  the  fact  emerged  that  sal 
volatile  was  asked  for  and  what  was  provided  was  a  mixture 
of  sal  volatile  without  the  addition  of  alcohol.  As  the 
difference  was  represented  in  terms  of  value,  he  must  arrive 
at  the  conclusion  that  there  was  a  sale  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
purchaser,  but  he  was  bound  to  say  that  he  did  not  regard  it 
as  a  serious  case.  The  summons  would  be  dismissed  under  the 
Probation  of  Offenders  Act  on  payment  of  £2  2S.  costs.

8d.  was  due  to  the  trade 
and  the  balance  of  £596  5s.  4d.  to  a  cash  creditor.  In  addition 
there  was  a  contingent  liability  in  respect  of  rent  amounting 
to  £175,  but  no  portion  of  that  amount  was  expected  to  rank.

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Publicity  for  Pharmacy 


The  question  of  pharmaceutical  propaganda  has  been  discussed 
in  several  local  associations  and  branches  recently. 

South-East  London 

The  South-East  London  Chemists'  Association,  on  Decem- 
ber 6,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  James  Paterson,  con- 
sidered a  scheme  drawn  up  by  the  publicity  committee  (Messrs. 
Paterson,  Edwards,  Milner,  Wells  and  Hepburn). 

Mr.  Frank  Hepburn  (secretary)  explained  that  it  was 
planned  to  book  full  pages  in  the  three  leading  local  news- 
papers, the  "  Kentish  Mercury,"  the  "  Kentish  Independent  " 
and  the  "  South  London  Press,"  on  dates  to  be  arranged  in 
January,  February  and  March,  1939.  The  centre  portion  of  the 
page  would  be  reserved  for  an  article  on  pharmacy,  stressing 
the  services  of  the  pharmacist  to  the  public.  The  article  would 
be  different  on  each  occasion,  and  would  be  written  either  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or  by  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union.  Manufacturers  of  Chemists'  Friends  products  would 
alone  be  invited  to  take  space  for  the  purpose  of  advertising 
C.F.  lines.  Pharmacists  who  were  members  of  the  N.P.U.  would 
be  asked  to  co-operate  by  giving  window  displays  of  the  lines 
advertised  on  dates  corresponding  to  the  newspaper  adver- 
tisements and,  in  return  for  this  window  display  and  as  an 
added  incentive,  the  name  and  address  of  the  pharmacy  would 
be  included  in  the  space  immediately  underneath  the  article 
on  pharmacy.  The  scheme  would  be  financed  by  the  news- 
papers concerned  and  would  not  cost  members  anything. 
The  three  newspapers  had  agreed  to  combine  for  the  sake  of 
unity,  and  the  pages  containing  the  advertisements  and  article 
would  be  the  same  in  all  three  papers,  and  would  appear  on 
the  same  day  in  each.  The  secretary  pointed  out  that  support 
from  the  individual  pharmacists  was  necessary  to  make  the 
scheme  the  success  it  was  anticipated  it  would  be.  For  this 
purpose  a  letter  with  a  reply-paid  card  would  be  sent  out  to 
the  members  concerned,  explaining  the  scheme  and  asking 
for  their  co-operation  with  window  displays. 

Mr.  J.  Edwards  said  the  scheme  would  have  a  beneficial 
effect  on  pharmacy  in  South-East  London. 

Mr.  J.  MiLNER  said  that  he  was  still  amazed  at  the  sim- 
plicity of  the  scheme  and  felt  that  every  effort  should  be 
made  by  pharmacists  to  link  up  with  window  displays. 

The  President  then  threw  the  meeting  open  for  discussion, 
and  great  keenness  was  shown  by  the  questions  asked  and  the 
suggestions  put  forward.  Mr.  Stanley  Lockyer  hoped  that 
the  date  proposed  in  January  would  be  near  the  end  of  the 
month,  and  asked  which  paper  would  include  the  chemists' 
names  for  particular  areas.  It  was  pointed  out  that  each 
chemist  would  have  the  name  and  address  of  his  pharmacy 
in  the  paper  with  the  largest  circulation  for  his  area.  Mr.  Hay 
asked  if  advertisements  would  be  C.F.  only  and  not  include 
advertisements  of  toilet  articles.  The  president  pointed  out 
that  so  many  pharmacists  were  under  obligation  to  the  C.F. 
scheme  that  they  could  not  do  otherwise  than  appeal  to 
C.F.  advertisers  only.  Mr.  Victor  Reed  made  the  suggestion 
that  a  supply  of  newspapers  could  be  taken  by  pharmacists 
and  distributed  to  customers,  the  particular  page  being  pointed 
out.  Many  members  were  interested  in  this  suggestion,  and 
a  discussion  took  place  about  newspaper  supplies  and  their 
distribution.  This  was  not  embodied  in  the  scheme,  but 
left  to  the  discretion  of  members.  The  secretary  brought 
up  the  question  of  including  branch  shops  of  N.P.U.  members 
in  the  scheme.  There  was  no  objection  to  this,  it  was  stated, 
provided  the  branches  affected  were  in  the  South-East  London 
area  and  provided  the  branches  would  co-operate  with  the 
agreed  window  display.  The  motion  "  That  the  South- 
Eastern  Publicity  Scheme  be  approved  and  given  full  support 
was  carried  unanimously. 

Tees-Side 

A  meeting  of  the  Tees-side  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  held  in  Middlesbrough  on  November  23,  Mr.  W.  R. 
Brackenbury  presiding,  when  Mr.  F.  C.  Goodall,  Ph.C,  gave 
an  address  on  "  The  Pharmacist  in  Relation  to  the  Public." 
Mr.  Goodall  said  a  reflection  of  the  report  of  the  Select  Com- 
mittee on  Medicine  Stamp  Duties  might  be  seen  in  the  next 
Budget.  He  drew  attention  to  a  paragraph  of  the  report 
that  dealt  with  the  exemption  from  taxation  of  certain  articles 
when  those  articles  were  sold  by  qualified  pharmacists.  His 


hearers  must  agree  that  it  seemed  peculiar  to  the  man  in 
the  street  that  an  article  bought  from  an  ordinary  shop  bore 
an  Inland  Revenue  stamp  showing  that  a  tax  had  been  paid 
on  it,  while  the  same  article  bought  from  a  chemist's  shop 
bore  no  stamp.  Unless  this  was  explained  to  the  customer 
they  cannot  blame  him  for  thinking  there  was  something 
that  needed  explaining.  Clearly,  it  was  somebody's  duty 
to  make  the  explanation  and  he  suggested  that  it  was  the 
duty  of  pharmacists.  The  principle  was  embodied  in  the 
first  of  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts  not  merely  to  protect  the 
trained  seller  of  medicines  but  to  protect  the  public.  The 
words  of  the  exemption  "  such  persons  who  have  served  a 
regular  apprenticeship  to  a  surgeon,  apothecary,  druggist  or 
chymist  "  were  a  clear  and  unmistakable  indication  of  the 
intention  of  the  Government  of  the  time  to  impress  upon  the 
people  that  the  proper  persons  from  whom  to  buy  medicines 
were  those  who  had  been  trained  in  the  handling  of  drugs. 
If  the  legislature  of  a  century  and  a  half  ago  deemed  it  in  the 
public  interest  to  encourage  the  people  to  buy  medicines  from 
trained  persons,  what  had  happened  since  to  justify  the  legis- 
lature of  to-day  in  withdrawing  that  gesture?  But  to 
suggest  its  removal  at  a  time  when  there  was  a  register  of 
24,000  names  seemed  illogical.  Every  one  of  these  registered 
persons  had  had  to  undergo  a  lengthy  and  systematic  training 
before  satisfying  the  Government  that  he  was  a  fit  person  to 
manage  a  chemist's  shop.  He  would  not  suggest  that  the 
Government  should  be  asked  to  create  a  monopoly  in  the 
sale  of  medicines  for  registered  pharmacists,  but  there  were 
far  too  many  people  dabbling  in  drugs.  A  start  had  been  made 
on  a  campaign  of  education  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 
Mr.  Goodall  then  described  the  Huddersfield  advertising 
scheme.  Returning  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Select  Com- 
mittee on  Medicine  Stamp  Duties  previously  referred  to,  Mr. 
Goodall  said  a  Bill  had  been  drafted  for  introduction  into  the 
House  of  Commons  which  sought  to  regularise  the  proprietary- 
medicine  traffic.  It  was  an  entirely  new  Bill  and  was  spon- 
sored by  Members  of  Parliament  of  all  parties.  Its  effect, 
when  it  became  law,  would  be  to  "help  legitimate  trade  by 
removing  competition  based  upon  misrepresentation. 

Discussion 

A  general  discussion  followed  on  local  propaganda  for  the 
pharmacist's  qualification,  and  the  information  in  this  direc- 
tion furnished  by  Mr.  Goodall  was  much  appreciated.  Mr. 
Goodall  made  it  clear  that  his  services  were  available  to  all 
branches  in  connexion  with  (i)  Protecting  the  interests  of  mem- 
bers against  any  innuendo  or  statements  appearing  in  the  local 
or  national  Press  which  might  be  construed  to  reflect  in  any 
way  on  the  integrity  of  pharmacists  ;  (ii)  providing  topical  and 
educative  literary  matter  having  a  bearing  on  the  pharmacist's 
specialised  service  to  the  community  ;  (iii)  educating  the  public 
and  local  authorities  as  to  the  advisability  of  following  the 
recent  lead  given  by  the  City  of  Glasgow  Corporation  towards 
regarding  the  controlled  distribution  of  medicines  as  a  public- 
health  need  ;  (iv)  local  action  in  approaching  Members  of  Par- 
liament, should  any  panic  legislation  threaten  the  safety  of 
the  public  or  the  economic  security  of  the  pharmacist,  by 
restricting  the  privileges  granted  to  specially  trained  persons 
as  far  back  as  1783.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speaker  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Stainsby  (Darlington),  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Dennis  Owen  (Middlesbrough).  The  Tees-side  code  of  ethics 
and  local  violations  of  the  principles  of  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  trading  by  a  large  multiple 
firm  of  grocers  were  also  discussed.  The  secretary  re- 
ported that  the  first  matter  was  being  considered  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council,  and  discussion  should  there- 
fore be  postponed  until  a  later  date.  Strong  feeling  was  then 
expressed  that  any  member  of  the  Council  should  be  in 
any  way  a.ssociated  with  a  firm  which  appears  to  pursue  a 
policy  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  Society's  members. 
It  was  decided  that  the  branch  could  not  continue  to  support 
in  any  future  election  any  candidate  who  associated  himself 
closely  with  unqualified  competitors.  The  following  officers 
were  re-elected :  Chairman,  Mr.  VV.  R.  Brackenbury  ;  Vice- 
Chairman,  Mr.  D'Arcy  Bray  ;  Auditor.  Mr.  T.  R.  Scholfield  ;

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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 

London  Evening  Meeting 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  at  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C,i,  on  December  13,  with  Mr. 
Thomas  Guthrie,  president  of  the  Society,  in  the  chair,  Mr. 
W.  G.  Templeman,  M.Sc,  D.I.C.,  gave  a  lantern  lecture  on 

Plant  Growth  Hormones  and  their  Uses 

of  which  the  following  is  an  abstract.  Mr.  Templeman  said  that 
by  the  growth  of  a  plant  is  meant  the  increase  in  size  and 
weight  of  an  organism  and  its  subsequent  differentiation  and 
development.  It  is  thought  that  in  addition  to  nutrient 
materials,  plant  growth  is  controlled  internally  by  the  activity 
of  certain  substances  known  as  plant  hormones.  The  hormone 
theory  of  plant  growth  has  become  fairly  widely  known  already 
on  account  of  certain  practical  applications  in  the  realm  of 
horticulture.  Terms  such  as  growth  substance,  growth-pro- 
moting substance,  growth  regulating  substance,  auxin,  auxi- 
mone,  and  Wuchstoli  are  to  be  found  in  the  literature. 

Early  Observations 

Many  workers  in  this  field  have  utilised  the  coleoptile  of  the 
oat  (Avena),  or  other  member  of  the  Gramineae,  as  their 
experimental  object.  The  great  physiologist  Sachs  assumed 
the  existence  of  root-forming,  flower-forming,  and  other  sub- 
stances which  moved  in  different  directions  in  the  plant. 
Charles  Darwin  (1880)  showed  that  if  a  complete  coleoptile 
grown  in  the  dark  were  illuminated  from  one  side,  then  the 
coleoptile  would  bend  toward  the  light  in  a  very  short  time  ; 
if,  however,  the  tip  were  removed  immediately  before  the 
exposure  to  unilateral  illumination  no  curvature  resulted,  or 
this  curvature  would  be  delayed  for  some  relatively  consider- 
able time.  This  early  observation  would  appear  to  suggest 
that  the  sensitivity  of  the  tip  and  the  elongation  of  the  cells 
beneath  were  in  some  way  connected. 

Boysen-Jensen  (1910-1911)  was  able  to  demonstrate  that  if 
the  tip  of  an  avena  coleoptile  grown  in  the  dark  were  removed 
and  rapidly  replaced  in  position  with,  but  separated  from  the 
stump  by  a  layer  of  gelatin  the  coleoptile  showed  normal 
sensitivity  and  response  to  one-sided  light.  This  work  strongly 
suggested  that  some  substance  diffused  downward  from  the  tip 
on  the  shaded  side  of  the  coleoptile  bringing  about  cell  elonga- 
tion below.  Experiments  have  proved  that  growth  of  the 
coleoptile  is  controlled  by  the  tip  through  the  agency  of  a 
diffusible  substance.  Success  in  obtaining  the  hormone  from 
coleoptile  tip  was  finally  achieved  by  Went  (1926-1928),  who 
stood  tips  upon  a  block  of  agar,  and  cutting  the  block  up  into 
smaller  ones,  placed  a  cube  asymmetrically  upon  a  coleoptile 
stump  and  obtained  positive  curvature.  By  developing  this 
technique  Went  has  developed  the  classical  method  known  as 
the  "  Avena  test  "  for  the  qviantitative  detection  and  evalua- 
tion of  growth  substances. 

Properties  of  Growth  Substances 

By  the  use  of  the  Avena  technique  three  well-defined 
chemical  compounds  have  been  isolated  which  are  extremely 
active  in  bringing  about  cell  elongation.  Kogl  and  Haagen 
Smit  (1931)  discovered  in  human  urine  in  fairly  large  quantities 
an  extremely  active  substance.  It  has  since  become  known  as 
auxin  a,  or  auxentriolic  acid.  It  has  the  constitution — ■

Some  idea  of  the  activity  of  this  substance  may  be  gained 
from  the  fact  that  i  mgm.,  if  applied  asymmetrically  in  agar 
blocks,  is  capable  of  bringing  about  a  curvature  of  10°  in 
50,000,000  decapitated  coleoptiles.  In  the  pure  state  it  con- 
sists of  colourless  hexagonal  crystals  melting  at  196°.  It  is 
thermostable,  not  decomposed  by  light,  but  becomes  physio- 


logically inactive  as  a  growth  substance  after  a  few  months  by 
isomerisation  even  if  kept  under  vacuum  in  the  dark.  It  is 
stable  to  acids  but  sensitive  to  alkalies. 

Subsequently  (1934)  Kogl,  Erxleben,  and  Haagen  Smit  were 
able  to  isolate  another  very  active ,  substance  from  malt  and 
maize  germ  oil  which  was  an  acid  and  had  a  melting  point 
of  183°  C.  It  is  equal  in  activity  with  auxin  a  and  is  known 
as  auxin  b  or  auxenolonic  acid,  with  the  constitution —

It  is  heat  and  light  stable,  easily  oxidised,  sensitive  to  acid 
and  alkali.  Another  substance  known  as  heteroauxin  was 
isolated  from  urine  and  from  yeast  by  Kogl  and  his  co-workers, 
and  from  Rhizopus  cultures  by  Thimann.  This  substance 
proved  to  be  /3-indolyl  acetic  acid  or  indole-3-acetic  acid. 
Growth  substances  have  been  shown  to  be  present  in  practi- 
cally all  plant  organs.  From  a  study  of  the  structure  of  these 
compounds  and  of  the  others  which  have  proved  inactive.  Went 
and  Thimann  consider  that  primary  growth -promoting  activity 
is  connected  with  the  presence  of  (i)  the  double-bond  or 
aromatic  unsaturation,  (2)  a  carboxyl  group  free  or  if  esteri- 
fied  easily  hydrolysable,  (3)  a  ring  system,  either  5  membered 
{e.g.,  auxin  a  and  auxin  b),  aromatic  {e.g.,  naphthyl  or  phenyl), 
or  a  combination  of  both,  (4)  a  minimum  distance  of  at  least 
one  carbon  atom  between  the  carboxyl  group  and  the  ring, 
and  (5)  a  definite  steric  structure,  since  in  the  one  case  studied 
the  cz5-compound  is  active,  the  fyaws-compound  inactive. 

Effects  of  Plant  Hormones 

Growth  substances  in  high  cencentrations  will  undoubtedly 
stimulate  cells  to  divide,  and  in  some  instances  concentra- 
tions of  hormone  of  the  order  of  those  obtaining  in  the  plant 
have  induced  cell  division  in  some  organs.  The  application 
of  some  of  the  synthetic  growth  substances  to  young  stems 
results  in  tremendous  swelling  of  the  tissue,  which  appears 
very  similar  to  the  tumours  produced  by  certain  pathological 
organisms.  It  has  been  suggested  that  in  view  of  the  callus 
formation  induced  by  growth  substances  that  they  might  be 
used  in  horticulture  for  accelerating  the  union  of  scion  and 
stock  after  grafting  has  been  carried  out.  Experiments  along 
these  lines  have  so  far  yielded  negative  results.  It  has  now 
been  proved  that  the  young  developing  terminal  bud  of  a  shoot 
produces  a  hormone  which  diffuses  downwards  and  inhibits  the 
development  of  the  lateral  buds. 

During  1937  Dr.  Warne,  of  Manchester,  reported  some  inter- 
esting experiments  with  chrysanthemum  flowers.  If,  at  the 
stage  when  the  bud  is  just  opening  it  is  sprayed  untU 
thoroughly  wetted  with  0.04  per  cent,  ^-indolyl  acetic  acid  or 
a-naphthyl  acetic  acid,  then  the  petal  unfolding  and  shape  can 
be  changed  so  that  varieties  which  belong  to  the  decorative  or 
Japanese  types  of  chrysanthemum  with  spreading  petals  can 
be  made  to  appear  like  the  incurved  varieties. 

Gustafson  in  America  has  been  able  to  produce  fruits 
of  normal  size  and  external  appearance  by  the  use  of  synthetic 
growth  substances.  Indolyl  propionic  acid,  indolyl  acetic  acid, 
indolyl  butyric  acid,  and  phenyl  acetic  acid  each  when  applied 
to  the  surface  of  the  stigma  of  certain  flowers  brought  about 
the  development  of  the  fruit  without  any  fertilisation  having 
taken  place. 

Hitchcock  and  Zimmerman,  following  up  the  effectiveness 
of  ^-indolyl  acetic  acid  as  a  root  initiating  substance,  dis- 
covered that  there  was  a  number  of  sjoithetic  substances  which 
possessed  this  property.  For  instance,  phenyl  acetic  acid, 
/?-indolyl  propionic  acid,  /3-indolyl  butyric  acid,  and  a-naphthyl 
acetic  acid,  as  well  as  the  sodium  and  potassium  salts  and  the 
methyl  and  ethyl  esters  of  these  acids.    It  is  from  this  dis- 
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covery  that  the  most  practical  appUcation  of  immediate  im- 
portcnce  has  sprung.  Synthetic  growth  substances,  in  par- 
ticular /?-indolyl  acetic  acid,  /?-indolyl  butyric  acid  and 
a-naphthyl  acetic  acid,  are  now  being  used  to  stimulate  the 
rooting  of  cuttings. 

Practical  Application 

There  are  several  methods  of  application  of  the  growth  sub- 
stances to  the  cuttings: — (i)  In  some  of  the  earlier  work  the 
growth  substance  was  applied  in  the  form  of  a  lanolin  paste. 
In  general  this  method  has  not  proved  as  satisfactory  as  other 
methods  of  application.  (ii)  It  is  possible  to  plant  up  the 
cuttings  in  the  propagating  bed  in  the  normal  way  and  then 
to  water  with  an  aqueous  solution  of  one  of  the  active 
synthetic  growth  substances.  The  foliage  is  lightly  syringed 
to  wash  off  any  growth  substance  adhering  to  the  foliage.  This 
method  is  in  use  at  several  nurseries,  but  it  suffers  from  the 
disadvantage  that  little  control  can  be  exercised  over  the  treat- 
ment, and  if  subjects  with  different  sized  leaves  are  being 
treated  in  the  same  bed  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  even  distribution 
of  the  active  substance,  (iii)  A  third  method  consists  of  treat- 
ing the  cuttings  by  dipping  them  in  a  finely  powdered  mixture 
of  the  synthetic  substance  and  some  inert  carrier  and  then 
planting  up  in  the  normal  manner.  This  method  has  been  in- 
sufficiently tested  to  permit  the  giving  of  a  reasoned  opinion  as 
to  its  value,  (iv)  Finally,  the  method  which  has  been  most 
widely  tested  and  used  is  the  following :  The  cuttings  are  taken 
and  prepared  in  the  normal  way  for  insertion  in  the  propagat- 
ing bed.  The  cuttings  are  then  bunched  together  and  stood 
in  suitable  vessels,  with — depending  on  the  size  of  the  cut- 
ting— the  base  J  in.  to  i  in.  immersed  in  an  aqueous  solution 
of  the  active  substance.  For  the  three  substances  most  generally 
in  use — indolyl  acetic  acid,  indolyl  butyric  acid  and  a-naphthyl 
acetic  acid — a  concentration  of  lo  to  loo  parts  per  million 
for  dipping  periods  of  from  four  to  forty-eight  hours  are  used. 
At  the  end  of  the  treatment  period  the  cuttings  are  removed 
from  the  solution,  the  stems  and  cut  ends  are  rinsed  in  clean 
water,  and  the  cuttings  are  then  planted  as  usual.  Re- 
sponse to  treatment  with  growth  substance  is  found  in  three 
ways:  (i)  An  increased  number  of  cuttings  which  root,  (ii)  an 


increased  number  of  roots  and  amount  of  root  per  cutting,  and 
(iii)  an  acceleraton  of  the  rooting  process. 

Many  species  are  known  of  which  cuttings  respond  to  treat- 
ment with  growth  substances.  Dr.  Tincker  has  shown,  and 
our  experiments  have  confirmed  these  findings,  that  if  a 
subject  normally  roots  readily,  then  it  is  extremely  likely  to 
show  a  response  in  the  ways  previously  mentioned.  If  ordin- 
arily it  is  only  moderately  successful  or  is  rather  slow  in 
rooting,  then  response  is  likely  in  about  50  per  cent,  of  subjects, 
but  if  a  species  is  normally  very  difficult  to  root,  then  benefit 
from  growth  substance  treatment  has  been  obtained  in  only 
a  few  instances.  In  order  to  bring  them  to  interested  people's 
notice  and  to  encourage  trials  upon  them  with  growth  sub- 
stances, the  Plant  Hormone  Committee,  with  its  headquarters 
at  the  Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Kew,  has  published  a  list  of 
species,  cuttings  of  which  are  regarded  by  expert  propagators 
as  being  very  difficult  to  root. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed  the  lecturer  said  in  reply 
to  a  question  raised  by  Mr.  Guthrie  that  the  effects  on  the 
total  growth  of  a  plant  of  growth  hormones  as  opposed  to  root 
stimulation  had  not  yet  been  ascertained,  but  work  on  this 
subject  was  now  in  progress.  Replying  to  Dr.  W.  H.  Linnell, 
Mr.  Templeman  said  that  seeds  which  have  lost  some  of  their 
germinating  capacity  after  long  storage  have  been  stimulated 
by  the  use  of  growth  hormones,  but  as  far  as  he  knew  there 
was  no  positive  germinating  response  exhibited  by  normal 
seeds  when  so  treated.  He  said,  in  reply  to  a  question  by 
Mr.  H.  Berry  concerning  the  antibacterial  and  antifungal 
effects  of  growth  hormones  on  plants,  that,  to  his  knowledge, 
no  experiments  had  been  carried  out  in  this  connexion. 

In  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer,  Dr.  W.  O. 
Howarth,  Manchester,  said  he  had  come  into  close  contact 
with  the  work  of  Warne  on  growth  hormones  referred  to  in 
the  lecture,  and  the  subject  was  interesting  physiologists  in 
many  parts  of  the  world.  Now  that  positive  results  with  these 
growth  substances  had  been  achieved,  botanists  would  be 
taking  up  the  work  much  more  enthusiastically.  He  considered 
that  a  particularly  useful  application  of  the  growth  hormones 
in  addition  to  horticulture  would  be  in  forestry  for  the  striking 
of  cuttings.    The  vote  of  thanks  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Wallis. 


Edinburgh  Evening  Meeting 


A  MEETING  of  the  Edinburgh  and  South  Eastern  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  in  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  House,  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
December  8,  Mr.  James  B.  Mitchell  in  the  chair,  when  Mr. 
J.  H.  Macpherson  gave  an  address  on 

Scottish  Pharmacy  and  National  Health  Insurance 

[Abstract] 

Mr.  Macpherson  said  they  should  strive  collectively  and 
loyally  to  secure  for  Scottish  pharmacy  the  professional  and 
financial  recognition  that  their  standard  of  qualification  and 
their  place  in  the  health  services  of  the  country  entitled  them 
to.  The  lack  of  response  by  the  Department  of  Health  to 
their  requests  for  better  terms  had  caused  discontent  and  had 
exposed  their  weakness,  lack  of  cohesion,  feeble  bargaining 
power  and  apathetic  disregard  of  the  welfare  of  their  profession. 

When  the  Insurance  Act  was  first  introduced,  Scottish  phar- 
macists gave  it  no  enthusiastic  rec(>ptionj  because  tariff  rates 
replaced  private  fees.  In  England,  on  the  other  hand,  it  was 
welcomed  and  it  was  hoped  that  the  scheme  would  tend  to 
secure  reservation  of  all  dispensing  to  pharmacy  and  result  in 
a  realisation  of  the  worth  of  the  pharmacist  by  the  Govern- 
ment. After  a  quarter  of  a  century  they  were  as  far  as  ever 
from  the  realisation  of  their  objective.  What  would  it  be  if  the 
scheme  sponsored  by  the  British  Medical  Association  became  an 
accomplished  fact?  That  scheme  brought  thirty-eight  millions  of 
the  population  within  the  scope  of  the  N.H.I,  administration, 
and  that  would  be  a  disaster  of  the  first  magnitude  for  phar- 
macy. He  felt  that  this  extension  was  only  a  start  in  what  would 
eventually  be  a  national  medical  service.  After  referring  to 
various  alternatives  to  the  Panel  system  for  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice, he  said  all  such  services  would  be  cumbersome,  difficult 
to  organise,  and  more  expensive  than  a  properly  paid  panel 
pharmaceutical  service.  It  had  been  said  money  for  a  better  re- 
muneration of  pharmacists  would  necessitate  fresh  legislation, 
but  that  was  not  so.  A  supplementary  grant  from  the  Exchequer 
was  all  that  was  necessary.  In  a  large  Scottish  town  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  accounts  showed  a  payment  to  doctors  of 


;/^i98,ooo  and  to  pharmacists  £49,000.  From  the  latter  figure 
at  least  one-half  must  be  deducted  for  cost  of  drugs  and 
appliances,  leaving  £24,500  to  pharmacists  for  professional 
services.  That  gave  a  ratio  of  i  in  8.  Thus,  if  at  8s.  6d. 
per  head  a  doctor  received  £42  los.  for  100  patients,  the 
pharmacist  had  to  be  content  with  £5  6s.  3d.  He  sug- 
gested that  chemists  should  demand  a  fee  of  six  shillings 
per  annum  per  capita  of  the  insured  population  and  that 
they  would  definitely  refuse  to  take  any  less.  He  suggested 
that  they  should  get  into  touch  and  agreement  with  the  medical 
profession  to  secure  their  co-operation  in  making  these  de- 
mands. If  they  could  not  get  honourable  terms  they  should  be 
prepared  to  renounce  the  contract.  He  would  also  further 
suggest  that  under  any  new  agreement  it  would  be  made  clear 
that  they  would  no  longer  tolerate  the  system  of  prescription 
testing.  He  would  have  a  central  body  with  full  executive 
powers  consisting  of  the  chairman,  secretary  and  three  mem- 
bers of  the  local  committee  of  each  of  the  five  Scottish  branches 
and  an  independent  secretary,  a  member  of  the  legal  profes- 
.sion,  and  an  annual  meeting  of  all  the  Scottish  branch 
committees. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Henry  thought  the  6s.  per  head  scheme  was  a  good  one. 

Dr.  Tait  said  he  thought  the  General  Council  of  Panel 
Chemists  (Scotland)  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee (Scotland)  were  very  thoroughly  representative  bodies 
and  spoke  of  the  difficulties  they  had  to  meet  in  getting  the 
necessary  information  for  their  claim  for  a  higher  dispensing 
fee.  The  Association  of  Insurance  Committees  admitted  that 
pharmacists  gave  an  excellent  service  with  few  errors.  They 
required  a  reasonable  dispensing  fee  and  that  was  the  goal  they 
were  working  for,  not  a  per  capita  one.  Mr.  Nisbet  said  he 
approved  of  the  testing  scheme  as  a  lot  of  good  had  accrued. 
He  was  opposed  to  the  Council  being  brought  in,  but  thought 
they  should  be  consulted. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Beattie,  seconded  by  Mr.  Somerville, 
a  vote  of  thanks  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Macpherson,  and  a  vote 
of  thanks  was  given  to  the  chairman.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 
Denbigh. — See  Lancashire  below. 

Lancashire. — A  request  for  earlier  closing  hours  has  been 
made  to  the  Medical  Services  Subcommittee  through  the  County 
Pharmaceutical  Committee.  The  Subcommittee  have  agreed 
that  this  should  be  done,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Minister  of  Health,  and  that  this  request  should  only  be 
acceded  to  on  the  understanding  that  if  practitioners  require 
local  rotas  so  that  prescriptions  can  be  dispensed  at  least  up 
to  the  usual  closing  hours  of  doctors'  surgeries,  these  should 
be  provided  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Insurance  Committee. 
A  notice  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  that  there  is  a 
demand  among  chemists  for  a  break  in  the  hours  of  service 
at  lunch  time  is  to  be  referred  to  the  Panel  Committee. 

[By  an  error  the  above  was  added  to  a  report  relating  to  the 
Denbighshire  Insurance  Committee  in  last  week's  issue.] 

Smethwick.— The  extension  of  medical  benefit  to  juvenile 
contributors  has  resulted  in  about  2,500  being  added  to  the 
Insurance  Committee's  list.  The  number  of  insured  contribu- 
tors as  at  October  i  was  41,950,  as  against  40,071  at  the  same 
date  in  1937.  During  the  year  6,000  entry  cards  were  received 
and  4,116  insured  persons  were  removed  from  the  Register. 
On  October  i  there  were  sixty-one  chemists  on  the  Committee's 
list,  the  number  of  pharmacies  being  eighty-four,  of  which 
only  twenty-seven  are  situated  within  the  Borough.  The

SCOTLAND 

Aberdeen. — The  Insurance  Committee  recently  received  the 
eport  of  a  subcommittee  appointed  to  investigate  alleged 
excessive  prescribing  by  two  doctors  who  had  been  asked  to 
reduce  the  routine  use  of  bismuth.  The  report  stated  that 
the  subcommittee  considered  prescribing  in  Aberdeen  had  been 
proper  and  adequate.  It  was  also  reported  that  at  a  conference 
between  representatives  of  the  Committee  and  the  Aberdeen 
Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association  regarding  the  pro- 
tection of  insurance  practices  during  national  emergencies,  the 
Committee  representatives  had  expressed  disapproval  of  the 
B.M.A.  scheme  and  suggested  it  should  be  withheld  and 
mother  scheme  drawn  up  by  joint  representatives  of  the 
Department  of  Health  for  Scotland,  the  Scottish  Division  of 
the  B.M.A.,  and  the  Executive  of  the  Scottish  Association  of 
Insurance  Committees. 

General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists  (Scotland) 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists 
(Scotland)  was  held,  on  December  7,  Mr.  F.  W.  M.  Bennett  in 
the  chair.  The  chairman  explained  that  the  joint  committee 
Df  the  Department  of  Health  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
"Committee  (Scotland)  had  made  a  full  inquiry  into  the  condi- 
ions  at  the  present  time  as  compared  with  those  of  1919.  At

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The  Pharmaceutical  Jig-Saw 

The  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  recently  gave  an  address  to  a  rotary  vocational 
group  of  London  doctors,  dentists,  pharmacists  and 
opticians.  His  subject  was  the  inter-relationship  of  the 
professions  engaged  in  health  services,  that  is  to  say,  the 
medical,  dental,  pharmaceutical  and  optical  professions. 
Mr.  Linstead  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  man  "  who  has 
given  years  of  his  life  to  perfecting  himself  in  the  practising 
of  a  profession  and  especially  if  he  has  his  name  upon 
a  statutory  register  is  entitled  from  the  State  to  a  reasonable 
livelihood  and  a  reasonable  protection  from  competition 
by  those  not  so  qualified,"  This  is  a  simple  and  common- 
sense  statement  \^'ith  which  every  thinking  person,  be  he 
pharmacist  or  not,  must  agree.  Under  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act,  there  is  a  modicum  of  such  protection,  or 
at  any  rate  recognition  of  the  qualifications  held  by  members 
of  the  respective  professions.  Doctors  are  recognised  as 
having  the  sole  right  to  prescribe  medicines,  pharmacists 
to  supply  medicines  and  appliances,  dentists  to  provide 
dental  treatment,  certain  opticians  to  supply  glasses,  etc. 
The  proportion  of  the  people  of  Great  Bri  am  which  will 
receive  the  benefit  of  health  services  with  the  extension  of 
the  Insurance  Act  to  dependants  is  estimated  at  three- 
quarters  of  the  population.  Apparently,  there  is  nothing 
to  be  expected  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which, 
Mr.  Linstead  pointed  out,  has  become  so  colossal  an  admin- 
istrative machine  that  it  has  no  time  to  spare  for  work 
which  seemed  to  be  one  of  its  most  obvious  functions. 
Each  section  of  the  health  services,  therefore,  has  apparently 
to  work  out  its  ov,n.i  destiny,  and  in  his  plea  for  united  action 
the  secretary  pointed  out  that  the  professions  can  join 
together  in  measures  directed  against  unfair  competition 
by  unqualified  retailers.  The  suggestion  was  made  that 
a  consultative  body  representing  these  units  of  health 
services  could  represent  them  in  what  was  described  as 
"  foreign  affairs,"  that  is  to  say,  they  would  take  united 


action  in  any  legislation  affecting  any  one  of  the  sections. 
"  Home  affairs  "  would  represent  the  inter-relationship 
between  the  different  professions.  For  instance,  in  medicine 
and  pharmacy,  there  are  the  questions  of  dispensing  doctors 
and  prescribing  chemists.  There  are  also  differences 
between  opticians  and  physicians.  The  dentists,  as 
Mr.  Linstead  pointed  out,  probably  enjoy  the  high-water 
mark  of  protection.  Nevertheless,  as  every  dental  surgeon 
today  knows,  the  dental  profession  had  to  pay  the  price 
for  such  protection  when  the  Dentists  Act,  192 1,  opened 
the  flood  gates  to  the  great  unqualified  and  placed  them 
on  the  register.  Reverting  to  the  consultative  body  which 
Mr.  Linstead  suggested  should  be  established,  this  body, 
he  stated,  would  demand  from  its  participants  a  willingness 
to  contribute  freely  for  the  general  benefit.  Whether  the 
contribution  should  be  in  cash  or  otherwise  is  not  stated, 
but  apparently  the  fortunately-placed  professions  would  be 
asked  to  help  those  less  fortunate  in  order  to  maintain 
common  interests. 

This  address  of  Mr.  Linstead's  has  not  received  the  wide- 
spread publicity  it  could  have  done,  yet  it  is  as  well  to 
examine  the  address  and  consider  what  exactly  is  the 
intention  of  such  a  plea  to  the  various  professions  at  this 
time.  The  medical  profession,  as  is  well  recognised,  is 
unlikely  to  line  itself  up  on  equal  terms  with  any  of  the 
other  so-called  health  services  professions,  apart  from  the 
dentists.  There  is  nothing  new  in  the  plea  "  to  come  over 
and  help  us,"  but  such  help,  as  history  relates,  can  be 
bought  at  a  very  high  price,  and  if  such  a  scheme  is  put 
forward,  then  there  must  be  some  basis  on  which  negotia- 
tions could  proceed.  If  the  medical  profession  is  to  assist 
pharmacy  in  obtaining  recognition,  what  is  pharmacy 
prepared  to  surrender  ?  The  answer  to  this  question  may 
be  revealed  in  the  result  of  the  census  of  which  chemists 
are  already  cognisant.  In  the  C.  6-  £).,  Nov.  19,  p.  555, 
the  question  was  raised  as  to  what  was  the  purpose  of  the 
census.  Since  then,  it  has  been  suggested  in  some  quarters 
that  the  real  objective  of  the  census  was  limitation  of 
pharmacies.  This  we  can  neither  affirm  nor  deny,  but 
if  pharmacies  are  to  be  limited,  it  behoves  members  of  the 
trade  to  see  that  the  limitation  of  pharmacies  is  not  confined 
to  the  pharmacist  :  it  must  be  a  real  limitation,  and  neither 
doctors,  chain  stores  nor  any  others  should  have  any  special 
loophole  whereby  they  obtain  an  advantage  over  the 
individual  pharmacist. 

Cheaper  Aspirin 

The  Convention  controlling  the  sale  of  aspirin  in  this  country 
have  notified  a  reduction  of  fourpence  per  lb.  for  the  powder 
as  from  December  12.  The  previous  price  alteration  took  place 
as  far  back  as  March,  1934,  when  the  scale  of  prices  was  re- 
duced twopence  per  lb.  To  some  extent  the  present  cut  may, 
perhaps,  be  due  to  the  cheaper  price  for  phenol  ;  a  decline  of 
seven-eighths  of  a  penny  per  lb.  was  notified  at  the  beginning 
of  this  month.  A  movement  in  the  sales  price  of  the  raw 
material  does  not  necessarily  incur  a  similar  adjustment  in  the 
quotations  for  aspirin  ;  in  1937  phenol  advanced,  with  aspirin 
continuing  unchanged.  The  cause  of  the  cut  notified  this  week 
seems  to  be  due  largely  to  outside  competition  from  Russian 
material,  which  at  times  has  been  offered  on  this  market  at 
very  cheap  prices.  All  the  British  manufacturers  of  aspirin 
are  now  in  the  Convention.  How  serious  the  Russian  competi- 
tion has  been  or  may  become  is  a  matter  of  opinion.  Limited 
quantities  of  material  from  this  and  other  sources,  including 
Japan,  have  been  unloaded  here,  but  it  did  not  seem  that  the 
quantity  was  sufficient  seriously  to  affect  the  market.  The  re- 
duction of  fourpence  per  lb.  may  seem  substantial,  but,  on 
recent  quotations  noted,  it  is  doubtful  if  it  will  be  sufficient 
to  counter  the  import  of  the  U.S.S.R.  product.

[This 
is  a  new  publication  by  Dr.  Goodman,  who  has  already  pub- 
lished numerous  works  relating  to  the  skin  and  to  the  treat- 
ment of  common  skin  diseases,  cosmetics  in  relation  to  the 
skin,  etc.  The  work  is  intended  to  supply  the  student  and 
teacher  of  beauty  culture  with  the  underlying  principles  of 
cosmetic  art  and  science.  The  study  of  cosmetics  is  taken 
much  more  seriously  in  America  than  it  is  here,  as  this  book 
indicates.  A  noteworthy  point  is  that  the  distinction  between 
cosmetic  hygiene  and  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery 
which  is,  as  well  as  it  may  be,  clearly  defined.  There  are 
twenty-seven  chapters  dealing  with  such  diverse  subjects  as 
history,  anatomy,  sunburn,  hair-dyes,  cosmetics  for  men,  allergy 
black-listed  cosmetic  ingredients  and  others  which  are  brimful 
of  interesting  and  informative  matter.  The  work,  being  written 
in  a  popular  style,  is  easy  to  read  and  should  be  of  particular 
service  to  those  whose  interest  in  the  beauty  business  goes 
further  than  mere  formulas.]

[A 
handbook  dealing  with  theories  of  colour,  colour  contrast,  visi- 
bility and  the  advancing  or  receding  property  of  each  colour, 
emotional  reactions  to  colour,  colour  ligh  ing,  and  the  m  xing 
and  applymg  of  pigments.  Although  v\i  hout  any  detailed 
reference  to  pharmaceutical  display,  which  is  dismissed  with  the 
statement  "  Some  reasonable  motive  must  have  started  the 
tradition  by  which  certain  kinds  of  goods,  such  as  .  .  . 
chemists'  products  and  tobacco,  are  displayed  en  masse,  but 
nowadays,  when  the  fashion  has  trended  away  f  om  the 
method,  they  seem  conspicuously  undisplayed, "  the  book  is  of 
value,  if  only  for  the  useful  "  colour  wheel,"  printed  in  full 
colour  and  mounted  on  buckram,  which  shows  at  a  glance 
which  colour  is  complimentary  to  each  other,  and  how  the  posi- 
tion is  affected  by  shades  (colour  plus  black)  and  tints  (colour 
plus  white)  of  the  various  colours.  The  author's  style  is  breezy 
and  he  puts  forward  many  original  views  on  colour  in  display 
that  are  obviously  prompted  by  a  considerable  practical  ex- 
perience. He  is  at  his  best  when  most  original  and  would  have 
been  wise  to  omit  the  observations  made  by  other  writers  on 
colour  when  he  can  only  accompany  them  with  remarks  that 
suggest  apology.] 


Martindale.  The  Extra  Pharmacopoeia,  Volume  II,  21st 
edition.  7^  in.  by  4^  in.  Pp.  1148.  22s.  6d.  Pharmaceutical  Press, 
23  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.i.  [The  publication  of 
this  new  volume,  which  contains  259  more  pages  than  Volume  II 
of  the  20th  edition,  marks  the  completion  of  the  first  edition 
to  be  issued  under  its  new  ownership.  To  assist  readers  to 
understand  the  structure  of  organic  compounds  a  new  section 
has  been  included  on  chemical  nomenclature  and  structural 
formulas  of  many  compounds  are  set  out.  The  section  dealing 
with  proprietary  medicines  has  been  lengthened  by  the  inclu- 
sion of  both  additional  "  patent  "  medicines  and  the  so-called 
ethical  preparations  used  by  the  medical  profession.  Owing  to 
the  increased  recognition  of  complex  organic  compounds  in  the 
detection  of  metallic  and  other  radicles,  the  more  useful  of  the 
newer  sensitive  organic  reagents  have  been  added.  In  the 
chapter  on  the  recognition  of  organic  medicinal  chemicals  the 
table  of  corroborative  tests  has  been  completely  revised  on  a 
new  basis,  and  many  newer  compounds  have  been  included. 
The  theoretical  considerations  underlying  the  determination  of 
hydrogen  ion  concentration  have  been  explained  in  greater  de- 
tail than  in  the  previous  edition,  and  the  advantages  and  dis- 
advantages of  the  various  methods  are  summarised.  The  sec- 
tions in  microchemical  and  fluorescence  analysis  have  been  ex- 
tended and  notes  on  chromographic  analysis  added.  References 
are  given  to  no  less  than  150  published  papers  in  the  chapter 
on  vitamins,  and  in  addition  to  lengthy  considerations  of  the 
better-known  vitamins,  notes  are  included  on  vitamins  F,  K 
and  P.  Subject  matter  on  bacteriological  and  clinical  notes 
has  been  entirely  rewritten  in  many  places,  and  information 
on  diseases  not  dealt  with  in  Volume  I  is  given.  In  the  section 
on  sterilisation,  abstracts  of  all  the  more  important  recent 
papers  on  pharmaceutical  sterilisation  are  appended.  Prepara- 
tions containing  non-poisonous  halogenated  phenolic  compounds 
in  essential  oils  have  been  considered  in  the  section  on  disin- 
fectants, and  some  of  the  recent  work  conducted  in  chemo- 
therapy has  been  recorded.] 

Ashford,  E.  Bright,  B.A.,  Barrister-at-Law,  and  Savage,  Sir 
William  G.,  B.Sc,  M.D.  The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1^38. 
10  in.  X  6^  in.  Pp.  357.  35s.  Eyre  &  Spottiswoode  (Pub- 
lishers), Ltd.,  6  Great  New  Street,  London,  E.C.4.  [The  book 
makes  special  reference  to  the  historical  development  of  the  law 
and  deals  comprehensively  with  the  changes  made  in  the  law 
as  to  food  and  drugs  by  the  Act,  emphasising  matters  likely  to 
give  rise  to  administrative  questions  of  difficulty.  The  relation 
of  the  Act  to  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  which  it  may  be 
understood  to  be  supplementary,  and  the  relation  of  both  these 
measures  to  the  Report  of  the  Local  Government  and  Pubhc 
Health  Consolidation  Committee,  are  also  the  subject  of  inter- 
esting analysis  and  comment.  The  text  of  the  Act  itseK  is 
given  with  such  portions  of  other  Acts  as  are  relevant  to  its 
subject,  the  relevance  in  every  case  being  explained  in  notes  on 
the  text.  Thus  we  find  among  other  Acts  noticed  the  Sale  of 
Food  Weights  and  Measures  Act,  the  Livestock  Industry  Act, 
and  those  dealing  with  the  law  as  to  Marketing  Boards. 
Indeed,  in  the  elucidation  of  their  subject  the  authors  have 
found  that  its  complexity  has  demanded  the  provision  of  an 
array  of  Acts  and  Orders  which  to  a  casual  reader  might  seem 
uncalled  for  ;  but  it  has  to  kept  in  mind  that  local  authorities 
could  not  safely  thread  their  way  through  the  legislative  maze 
of  public  health  laws  without  the  light  to  be  obtained  from 
any  available  source.  This  has  necessitated  no  less  than  116 
pages  of  Appendix.  Another  feature  of  the  book  which  seems 
worthy  of  special  notice  is  the  tabular  enumeration,  under  the 
title  of  Replacements,  of  the  sections  of  previous  Acts,  arranged 
in  columns  to  present  a  contrast  with  the  provisions  of  the  new 
Act  which  replace  them.  A  word  of  warning  could,  we  think, 
be  given  with  advantage  to  students  of  the  book.  The  Act  is 
described  as  a  consolidating  measure  ;  and  as  such  it  would  in 
strictness  be  the  re-expression  of  the  law  it  was  intended  to 
supersede.  This,  however,  is  far  from  being  the  case.  There 
are  few  of  the  sections  which  do  not  embody  some  changes  in 
the  law,  as  was,  indeed,  inevitable  in  a  branch  of  law  chiefly 
concerned  with  ever-changing  human  relations.  These  changes 
the  authors  take  care  to  point  out  in  notes  to  the  relevant  text. 
The  Act  does  not  come  into  force  until  October  i,  1939,  and 
extends  only  in  specified  sections  to  Scotland  and  Northern 
Ireland.]

Bacteriostatic  Effects  of  New  Drugs 

The  bacteriostatic  effects  of  sulphanilamide  and  related  com- 
pounds fiave  been  investigated  by  Maegraith  and  Vollum,  who 
give  an  account  of  their  results  in  the  "  British  Medical 
Journal,"  November  I2,  p.  985.  It  is  shown  that  at  a  dilution 
of  I  in  2,000  in  the  presence  of  defibrinated  human  blood 
sulphanilam.de,  disodium  phenylproylamino  benzene  sulphona- 
mide  disulphonate  (M.  &  B.  137)  and  2-(/'.aminobenzenesul- 
phonamido)  pyridine  (M.  &  B.  693)  all  inhibited  the  growth  of 
Streptococcus  viridans,  the  last-named  compound  inhibited 
growth  even  at  i  in  10,000.  None  of  these  substances  was 
effective  in  the  absence  of  white  blood  cells,  nor  did  any  of 
them  show  any  bacteriostatic  effects  on  Staphylococcus  aureus. 
In  the  presence  of  white  blood  cells  all  the  substances  retard 
the  growth  of  Neissiria  gonorrhoeae  and  N.  meningitidis.  The 
observation  that  the  drugs  depend  for  their  action  on  the 
presence  of  leucocytes  confirms  earlier  theories  on  the  subject. 
It  is  suggested  that  M.  &  B.  693  may  prove  the  most  useful 
compound  in  the  treatment  of  cerebrospinal  fever  and  in  other 
conditions  due  to  S.  viridans  infection,  whereas  M.  &  B.  137 
appears  to  be  the  most  satisfactory  for  infections  of 
N.  gonorrhoeae . 

Gastric  Irritation  from  Aspirin 

A  STUDY  of  the  effects  of  aspirin  on  the  stomach  has  recently 
been  conducted  by  Douthwaite  and  Lintott,  who  record  their 
findings  in  the  "  Lancet,"  November  26,  p.  1,222.  In  their 
experiments  hospital  aspirin  and  two  well-known  proprietary 
brands  of  aspirin  were  used.  Although  the  number  of  patients 
under  observation  was  small,  the  results  were  so  definite  that 
the  authors  put  forward  the  following  conclusions :  — In  80  per 
cent,  of  their  cases,  the  gastric  mucus  membranes  exhibited 
localised  inflammations,  due  to  aspirin,  which  ranged  from 
slight  to  intense  hyperaemia  and  even  to  a  development  of 
submucous  haemorrhage.  All  the  varieties  of  aspirin  produced 
the  irritation,  and  no  direct  relationship  between  reaction  and 
gastric  acidity  appeared  to  exist.  The  inflammatory  reaction 
seemed  to  be  most  readily  provoked  on  the  lesser  curvature  of 
the  stomach,  and  it  is  stated  that  it  is  confined  to  this  area. 
The  latter  fact  is  interesting  in  view  of  the  liability  of  the 
area  to  peptic  ulceration.  To  ascertain  if  traces  of  salicylic 
acid  present  in  some  makes  of  aspirin  were  responsible  for  the 
gastric  reaction,  two  patients  were  tested  with  the  former 
substance  in  place  of  aspirin.  Both  showed  a  gastric  reaction 
similar  to  that  produced  by  aspirin,  but  in  neither  case  was 
the  reaction  more  intense  than  that  from  aspirin.  Another 
series  of  cases  was  tested  with  calcium  acetylsalicylate.  In 
some  of  these  patients  no  local  or  generahsed  reactions  were 
observed,  and  in  one  patient  only  a  slight  local  inflammation 
was  noticed.  It  is  suggested  that  the  greater  solubility  of  the 
calcmm  derivative  is  responsible  for  the  less  irritant  effects. 
The  authors  conclude  that  aspirin  is  a  gastric  irritant  and  may 
be  the  cause  of  acute  indigestion  and  hasmorrhage,  and,  if 
taken  regularly,  chronic  gastritis.  If  the  drug  be  taken  with 
milk  or  after  food,  it  is  probably  without  deleterious  effect. 
They  maintain  that  the  calcium  salt  is  less  irritant  than  aspirin. 

Local  Urinary  Antisepsis 

The  purpose  of  combating  urinary  infections  by  means  of  the 
local  application  of  antiseptics  is  twofold  :  the  destruction  of  the 
infecting  organisms,  and  the  stimulation  of  the  tissues  to 
w'^Vu®  ^  natural  resistance  at  the  site  of  the  inflammation. 
Walther  ("Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association," 
October  15,  p.  1,465)  has  reviewed  the  many  different  anti- 
septics available,  and  has  detailed  the  various  strengths  in 
which  they  can  be  used  in  several  urinary  diseases.  The  sub- 
stances used  as  local  urinary  antiseptics  can  be  used  either  as 
irrigations  or  injections.  The  former  not  only  serve  to  introduce 
the  medicament,  but  also  to  remove  pus  and  debris,  whereas 
the  latter,  which  are  usually  much  stronger,  are  designed  to 
be  retained  in  contact  with  the  tissues  for  some  time  in  order 
to  exert  their  full  medicinal  properties.  The  following 
are  s\irveyed:—Acriflavine.—Th\s  is  now  in  common  use,  and 
when  adequately  diluted  is  non-irritant.  When  used  in  se- 
lected cases  it  gives  very  satisfactory  results.  In  too  great 
a  concentrarion  it  may  induce  stricture  due  to  inflammation  of 
the  tissues.  Contmued  or  too  frequent  use  should  be  avoided  ; 
one  injection  daily  is  suggested.     Mercurochrome.—ln  weak 


solutions  used  once  a  day  for  not  more  than  three  days  con- 
secutively, it  is  non-irritant.  It  generally  requires  subse- 
quent treatment  by  a  weaker  drug  such  as  mild  protein  silver. 
In  heavy  dosage  or  in  use  too  frequently,  irritative  properties 
become  evident.  Potassium  permanganate. — This  possesses 
an  indirect  action  by  causing  oedema  of  the  urethral  mucosa, 
which  helps  to  destroy  the  bacterial  organisms.  In  the  pre- 
sence of  organic  matter  it  liberates  nascent  oxygen,  and  it  is 
during  this  process  that  its  bactericidal  action  occurs. 

Owing  to  its  ability  to  oxidise  dead  matter,  the  latter  is 
loosened  and  proper  drainage  is  established.  Silver  nitrate. — 
This  is  believed  to  be  the  best-known  and  most  useful  of  the 
many  silver  compounds.  Its  antiseptic  effect  is  high  and 
its  toxicity  low.  In  the  presence  of  body  tissues,  silver  sur- 
passes mercury.  Its  antiseptic  action  penetrates  very  deeply, 
as  it  readily  forms  soluble  double  salts  of  silver  albuminates 
and  sodium  chloride  in  the  tissues.  It  also  stimulates  the 
mucus  membranes  whenever  introduced  into  the  urinary 
tract.  Strong  protein  silver. — These  proteinates  have  the 
lowest  percentage  of  silver  (7-8.5  per  cent.),  but  in  solution 
the  latter  becomes  largely  ionised.  The  irritant  effect  of 
strong  protein  is  about  one-tenth  that  of  silver  nitrate.  Com- 
pounds of  this  type  do  not  penetrate  deeply,  but  have  a 
definite  antiseptic  value  on  mucus  membranes.  Mild  protein 
silver. — Compounds  in  this  group  contain  colloidal  compounds 
of  silver  oxide  and  a  protein  derivative.  They  are  less  active 
as  antiseptics,  but  are  more  soothing.  Mild  protein  silver 
contains  about  19-20  per  cent,  of  silver. 

Cause  and  Treatment  of  Pyorrhoea 

The  conception  of  pyorrhoea  as  a  germ  carbohydrate  stagna- 
tion syndrome  leading  to  a  poisoning  of  the  tissues  fluid  in  the 
gum  margin  is  expounded  by  Bulleid  in  an  article  on  the  cause 
and  treatment  of  the  disease  ("  British  Dental  Journal, 
October  15,  p.  494).  Pyorrhoea,  the  author  states,  is  an  attack 
by  a  micro-organism  of  a  non-specific  nature  on  the  support- 
ing structure  of  the  teeth,  an  attack  which  is  always  from 
without.  Stagnation  of  sticky  carbohydrate  foodstuffs  around 
the  teeth  beneath  the  gum  margin  supplies  these  micro- 
organisms with  nutriment  on  which  to  multiply.  No  amount  of 
artificial  cleaning  of  the  teeth,  such  as  with  a  toothbrush, 
floss  or  toothpick,  really  suffices  to  remove  completely  the 
deposits  around  the  teeth. 

It  seems  evident  that  stagnation  of  sticky  carbohydrate  food- 
stuffs around  the  neck  of  the  tooth  is  a  universal  factor  in 
the  commencement  of  pyorrhoea.  Mouth  breathing  is  men- 
tioned as  a  factor  which  comes  into  the  stagnation  picture.  It 
is  stated  that  there  is  no  specific  bacterial  organism  which  can 
be  held  responsible  for  the  damage  to  tissues,  but  it  seems 
certain  that  pride  of  place  must  lie  given  to  the  streptococci. 
Support  is  given  to  the  theory  that  actual  damage  is  a  toxic 
manifestation  from  the  fact  that  the  infecting  organisms  are 
found  in  the  "  pocket  " — i.e.,  outside  the  supporting  structure 
of  the  tooth.  It  is  suggested  that  civilisation  with  its  cooked 
foods  is  a  principal  causative  factor  of  pyorrhoea,  and  it  is 
observed  that  the  vast  majority  of  animals  living  on  an  un- 
cooked dietary  are  not  subject  to  the  disease,  whereas  those  in 
captivity,  living  on  cooked  foods,  acquire  it.  In  the  author's 
opinion,  it  appears  to  be  stickiness  of  foodstuffs  rather  than 
hardness  or  softness.  Bulleid  does  not  believe  that  there  is 
any  way  of  preventing  the  inception  of  the  disease  in  our 
present  civilised  state,  but  much  can  be  done  to  prevent  the 
more  serious  forms  of  pyorrhoea  by  teaching  individuals  to  adopt 
the  correct  routine  of  adequate  teeth-cleaning  from  childhood, 
and  correcting  mouth  breathing.  The_following  details  of  the 
treatment  of  pyorrhoea  are  put  forward.  The  patient  should  be 
instructed  to  clean  the  teeth  and  gums  with  a  soft  brush 
after  meals  and  at  night,  using  a  dentifrice  of  sodium  bi- 
carbonate and  precipitated  chalk.  Thorough  removal  of 
tartar  by  scaling  should  be  undertaken.  If  the  "  pocket  " 
is  only  slight,  the  gum  margins  may  be  touched  with  50  per 
cent,  trichloracetic  acid  or  pure  carbolic  acid.  In  cases  where 
the  interdental  papillae  are  enlarged,  and  bleed  easily,  massage 
of  the  gums  with  an  aqueous  solution  of  tannic  acid  is  con- 
sidered to  be  effective.  This  should  be  carried  out  before 
brushing  the  teeth.  In  more  severe  conditions  where  the 
papillae  are  eneorged,  it  is  also  useful  to  pack  the  spaces 
between  the  teeth  with  wisps  of  cotton  wool  impregnated  with 
a  mixture  of  zinc  oxide  and  oil  of  cloves. 
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Factory 

THE  fourth  report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on 
Lighting  in  Factories,  recently  published  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  is.)  includes  certain  standards 
which  it  is  recommended  shall  be  enforced  as  from  July  i, 
1939,  in  all  premises  in  which  Section  5  of  the  Factories  Act, 
1937,  is  applicable.    This  Section  stipulates  that 

Effective  provision  shall  be  made  for  securing  sufficient  and  suit- 
able lighting,  whether  natural  or  artificial,  in  every  part  of  a  factory 
in  which  persons  are  working  or  passing.  The  Secretary  of  State 
may,  by  regulations,  prescribe  a  standard  of  sufficient  and  suitable 
lighting  for  factories  or  for  any  class  or  description  of  factory  or 
parts  thereof,  or  for  any  process.  Nothing  in  the  foregoing  provi- 
sions of  this  section  or  in  any  of  the  regulations  made  thereunder 
shall  be  construed  as  enabling  directions  to  be  prescribed  or  other- 
wise given  as  to  whether  artificial  lighting  is  to  be  produced  by  any 
particular  illuminant.  All  glazed  windows  and  skylights  used  for 
the  lighting  of  workrooms  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  be  kept  clean 
on  both  the  inner  and  outer  surfaces  and  free  from  obstruction : 
provided  that  this  subsection  shall  not  afEect  the  whitewashing  or 
shading  of  windows  and  skylights  for  the  purpose  of  mitigating 
heat  aud  glare. 

The  quantitative  standards  referred  to  in  the  Report  just  issued 
are  three  in  number.  The  first  is  that  over  the  interior  work- 
ing areas  of  any  factory  the  illumination  at  floor  level,  or  at 
three  feet  below  the  level  at  which  work  is  carried  on,  shall 
not  fall  below  one  foot-candle,  without  prejudice  to  the  illumi- 
nation required  for  the  work  itself.  [A  foot-candle  is  de- 
fined as  the  illumination  produced  by  a  light  source  of  one 
standard  candle  at  a  point  on  a  surface  distant  one  foot  from 
the  source  and  so  placed  that  the  light  rays  from  the  source 
impinge  upon  the  surface  at  right  angles.]  The  second  stan- 
dard relates  to  passages  and  stairways  within  a  factory.  It 
recommends  that  over  all  interior  parts  of  any  factory,  other 
than  working  areas,  over  which  persons  employed  are  liable 
to  pass,  the  illumination  at  floor  level  shall  not  fall  below 
0.5  foot-candle.  The  third  is  concerned  with  exterior  employ- 
ment, passage  and  access  and  recommends  that  over  all  open 
yards,  passages,  roadways  and  other  open  places  in  a  factory, 
upon  which  persons  are  employed  or  oyer  which  they  are  liable 
to  pass,  the  illumination  at  ground  level  or  at  other  level  of 
employment  or  passage  shall  not  fall  below  o.i  foot-candle, 
without  prejudice  to  the  illumination  required  for  the,  work 
itself  or  for  the  adequate  lighting  of  dangerous  parts  and 
places  or  other  emergency.  It  is  proposed  that  the  Chief 
Inspector  of  Factories  shall  have  power  to  approve  a  lower 
standard  in  appropriate  cases.  The  report  states  that  the 
Committee  appreciates  the  need  for  legal  minimum  standards 
of  illumination  for  industrial  processes  involving  discrimination 
of  detail,  but  that  the  modern  range  of  such  processes  is  so 
complex  and  variable  that  comprehensive  statutory  provision 
by  schedule  becomes  a  matter  of  considerable  difficulty.  It  is 
proposed  to  proceed  with  investigation  to  perfect,  if  possible,  a 
scientific  method  of  estimating  tlie  illumination  required  for 
adequate  perception  of  any  given  process,  from  which  an 
appropriate  legal  minimum  standard  might  be  deduced. 

Suppression  of  Glare 

The  prevalence  of  glare  in  industry  is  confirmed  by  the 
Committee's  investigations.  The  term  glare  is  identified  with 
the  phenomena  in  which  light  is  observed  in  such  extreme 
contrast  with  the  background  as  to  cause  loss  of  perception  of 
adjacent  less  luminous  objects  ;  discomfort  ;  and  eye  strain. 
The  circumstances  in  which  glare  occurs  are  analysed  as  being 
occasional  brief  pbservation  of  a  very  bright  light  source  ;  con- 
tinued presence  of  a  bright  source  of  light  near  the  central  line 
of  vision  ;  inclusion  of  a  distant  bright  source  of  light  in  the 
outer  field  of  view  ;  and  specular  reflection  of  light  from 
material  of  shiny  .surface.  To  secure  suppression  of  glare  it  is 
recommended  that  where  any  light  surface  in  a  factory  is  less 
than  sixteen  feet  above  floor  level,  no  part  of  the  source  or 
fitting  having  a  brightness  greater  than  ten  candles  per  square 
inch  shall  be  visible  to  any  person  whilst  normally  employed 
within  100  feet  of  the  source,  unless  the  angle  of  elevation 
from  the  eye  to  the  source  exceeds  twenty  degrees  ;  that  all 
local  light  sources  in  a  factory  shall  be  provided  with  suitable 
shades  of  opaque  material  or  other  effective  means  by  which 
they  shall  be  completely  screened  from  the  eyes  of  every 
person  employed  at  a  normal  working  place  ;  and  that  ade- 
quate means  shall  be  provided  as  far  as  reasonably  practicable, 
by  suitable  screening  or  placing  or  other  effective  method,  to 


Lighting 

prevent  discomfort  or  injury  by  the  reflection  of  light  from 
smooth  or  polished  surfaces  into  the  eyes  of  the  worker.  Fur- 
ther recommendations  are  that  steps  shall  be  taken  to  prevent 
formation  of  shadows  that  interfere  with  the  safety  of  or  cause 
discomfort  to  any  person  employed  and  that  no  light  source 
that  flickers  or  undergoes  abrupt  changes  in  candle  power  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  interfere  with  the  safety  or  efficiency  of 
any  person  employed  shall  be  used  for  illuminating  a  factory. 
An  exception  to  the  latter  provision  is  the  temporary  use  of 
flares  or  other  flickering  sources  of  light  in  cases  of  breakdown 
or  emergency,  and  the  provision  is  not  intended  to  apply  to 
gaseous-discharge  or  other  electric  lamps  operating  on  a  supply 
frequency  of  fifty  or  more  cycles  per  second. 

Daylight 

The  Committee  considered  a  suggestion  that  at  all  parts  of  a 
room  at  which  the  daylight  factor  (the  ratio  of  the  amount  of 
daylight  which  reaches  the  position,  within  the  building,  at 
which  the  light  is  being  measured,  to  the  full  amount  of  light 
from  an  unobstructed  sky)  is  less  than  0.2  per  cent.,  the  day- 
light illumination  should  be  regarded  as  insufficient  for  the 
carrying  on  of  any  work  involving  visual  discrimination  for 
any  appreciable  time.  The  administration  of  any  regulation 
based  on  this  standard  was  regarded  as  impracticable,  but  the 
Report  urges  that  where  the  daylight  illumination  does  not 
reach  the  minima  specified  in  the  recommendations  (as  given 
above),  continuous  supplementary  artificial  lighting  should  be 
compulsory.  Recognition  is  made  of  the  need  for  exemption 
from  the  general  standards  in  special  industries,  among  which 
the  preparation  and  use  of  photographic  materials  are  included. 
To  cover  such  cases,  it  is  suggested  that  the  Chief  Inspector 
of  Factories  should  be  empowered  to  include  in  appropriate 
Schedules  of  Exemptions  processes  in  respect  of  which  he  con- 
siders exemption  is  warranted.  The  Report  concludes  with 
the  statement  that  in  view  of  progress  made  in  artificial  light- 
ing, and  of  successive  reductions  in  cost,  the  standards  pro- 
posed may  appear  unnecessarily  modest,  but  the  enforcement 
of  modest  statutory  minima  in  premises  that  have  lagged  behind 
others  in  the  adoption  of  good  lighting  methods  will  produce 
most  effect,  and  a  "  given  minimum  necessarily  creates  a  much 
higher  average."

The  usual  quiet  tone  at  this  time  of  the  year  is  reported  in  most 
markets,  the  business  mo^'ing  being  chiefly  of  a  routine  character, 
l^e-export  business,  mostly  to  the  Baltic  countries,  continues  on  quite 
a  good  scale.  The  volume  of  trade  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals 
markets  is  about  a^■erage.  This  week  some  important  price 
changes  are  recorded,  the  chief  being  a  reduction  of  fourpence  per  lb. 
in  Aspirin  Powder  and  appro.ximately  twopence  per  i,ooo  in  the 
Tablets.  The  new  scales  of  prices  for  Continental  Caffeine  and 
THEOBRO^(INE  are  published  this  week  ;  the  advance  in  these  pro- 
ducts is,  as  previously  reported,  about  5  per  cent.  Sales  prices  for 
English  materials  are  ad\"anced  to  the  same  extent.  There  is  no 
further  alteration  in  makers'  prices  for  Mercurials  and  Strychnine 
Salts,  which  were  revised  recently.  Salicylates  continue  unchanged.

Crude  Drugs 

Rather  quiet  markets  are  reported,  but  prices  are  keeping  fully 
steady.  Agar  is  exceptionally  strong  on  spot,  and  there  has  been 
a  good  business  in  this  article  at  the  further  advanced  prices  ;  ship- 
ment prices  are  linn  from  the  source.  Moderate  spot  business  in 
Curacao  Aloes.  Business  on  spot  in  Buchu  remains  poor.  Japanese 
Camphor  is  steady  but  in  quiet  demand.  Limited  spot  call  for 
Cascara  Sagrada.  Desiccated  Coconut  is  slightly  dearer,  market 
steady.  There  is  a  firmer  tone  in  Cardamoms  on  spot,  with  most 
quotations  withdrawn.  Shipment  prices  lor  Sudan  Gum  Acacia  show 
a  good  recovery,  and  there  are  only  a  few  offers  at  the  moment. 
Honey  remains  quiet.  Fair  business  in  Hydrastis  at  steady  prices. 
Japanese  Menthol  has  had  a  further  week  of  limited  business  ; 
shipment  market  is  about  steady.  Peppers  are  rather  steadier. 
Pimento  is  fractionally  dearer.  Kubber  shows  a  small  recovery  of 
recent  losses.  Senega  is  a  very  firm  spot  market.  Madras  finger 
Turmeric  continues  in  short  supply. 

Essential  Oils 

Rather  quiet  conditions  continue  in  this  market,  business  being 
mostly  concerned  with  small  spot  requirements.  Anise  (Star) 
remains  quiet  on  spot  and  about  steady.  Scarcity  of  Japanese 
Camphor  continues  acute,  with  no  brown  oil  and  very  little  white. 
No  Chinese  available  here  and  no  shipment  offers  from  either  source, 
The  demand  for  Cassia  on  spot  continues  to  disappoint,  and  spot 
values  are  not  so  strong  as  hitherto.  Java  Citronella  is  reported 
cheaper  for  shipment  and  is  now  at  very  cheap  figures.  Shipment 
quotations  for  Australian  Eucalyptus  are  expected  to  advance 
shortly.  Ho  (Shiu)  is  very  short  and  firm  at  good  prices  on  spot. 
The  source  reports  easier  conditions  for  Sicilian  hand-pressed  Lemon  ; 
the  position  generally  seems  none  too  healthy.  Steady  business  con- 
tinues in  Olive,  and  at  the  further  advance  the  market  is  firm. 
Most  shipment  offers  of  new  crop  French  Guinea  Orange  have  been 
withdrawn.  The  London  market  in  Japanese  Peppermint  has  again 
been  quiet  ;  the  shipment  market  is  about  steady.  Some  cheap  spot 
offers  of  Petitgrain  noted.  Wormseed  and  other  American  oils  are 
about  steady.

Japanese  Camphor  Industry. — The  Monopoly  Bureau  is  planning 
to  increase  production  of  camphor  by  doubling  the  3,000,000  camphor 
trees  which  have  so  far  been  offered  free  by  the  Bureau  to  those  wishing 
to  plant  them,  while  it  is  asking  the  Agriculture  and  Forestry 
Department  for  permission  to  cut  down  camphor  trees  more  than 
50  years  old  in  Government  forests.  In  these  forests  the  cutting  down 
of  camphor  trees  of  less  than  80  years  of  age  is  prohibited.  The 
Monopoly  Bureau  is  also  planning,  it  is  said,  to  subsidise  the  planting 
of  camphor  trees  and  will  send  experts  to  give  technical  advice  to 
those  desiring  to  plant  the  trees.

Chemists'  Photographic  Business 

Sir, — You  raise  the  question  whether  the  chemist  can  com- 
pete with  the  photographic  dealer  {C.  &■  D.,  December  10, 
p.  643).  In  many  ways  he  can  if  he  lays  himself  out  to  attract 
the  business  ;  he  has  the  knowledge,  he  can  supply  chemicals 
and  prepare  any  required  solutions,  and  he  can,  or  should  be 
able  to  answer  customers'  questions  on  working  difficulties 
from  his  own  experience.  Where  the  chemist  may  be  at  a  dis- 
advantage is  with  the  stocking  of  papers.  In  the  early  days 
of  amateur  photography,  when  amateurs  did  all  their  own 
work,  there  was  only  one  kind  of  printing  paper,  P.O. P.,  and 
practically  only  one  size  in  any  demand,  the  quarter  plate  ; 
now  there  are  all  the  different  grades  of  gaslight  and  bromide 
papers  with  various  surfaces  and  a  number  of  different  sizes, 
and  the  amateur  worker  always  wants  to  try  a  fresh  one. 
Then  there  is  the  question  of  camera  clubs.  Do  these  clubs 
and  their  members  obtain  their  supplies  from  chemists,  or 
where  do  they  get  them?  I  do  not  remember  ever  doing  any 
business  worth  while  with  club  members,  but  when  I  see  their 
local  exhibitions  I  often  wonder  who  is  getting  this  business.

According  to  my  calculation,  at  least  four- 
teen (apart  from  the  Government-appointed  Councillors)  might 
be  counted  as  purely  retail  men.  It  is  possible,  of  course,  that 
the  non-retailers  may  be  the  more  powerful  section,  but  surely 
the  retailers  should  be  strong  enough  to  make  their  weight  felt 
when  it  comes  to  a  question  of  voting.  Then  I  should  rather 
like  to  know  Sir  Victor  Warrender's  reply  to  Mr.  Holley  at 
Cardiff  (p.  635)  concerning  War  Office  recognition  in  time  of 
war  of  the  qualifications  of  pharmacists  and  their  claims  for 
commissions?  The  point  appears  to  have  been  evaded. 
Finally,  why  the  "Hush,  Hush"  regarding  the  retention  of 
Austrian  refugees  (presumably  pharmacists)  in  this  country 
(p.  638)  and  Mr.  Rowsell's  anxiety  that  the  matter  should 
not  be  publicly  ventilated?

— A  test  stated  to 
detect  1  per  cent,  of  kapok  oil  in  cottonseed  oil  is: — Shake 
a  solution  of  the  oil  in  chloroform  with  2  per  cent,  solution 
of  silver  nitrate  in  absolute  alcohol,  when  the  kapok  oil  gives 
almost  immediately  a  coffee-brown  coloration,  while  cotton- 
seed yields  a  yellow  coloration  only  after  some  hours.  Another 
test  by  which  it  should  be  possible  to  recognise  i  per  cent,  of 
ka,pok  oil  in  other  liquor  oils  is:  Saponify  15  c.c.  of  the  oil 
with  sodum  hydroxide  and  alcohol  in  the  usual  manner, 
200  c.c.  of  boiling  water  are  added,  and  the  whole  boiled  until 
the  alcohol  has  evaporated.  The  fatty  acids  are  then  thrown 
out  by  the  addition  of  N/io  sulphuric  acid  in  slight  excess. 
The  fatty  acids  are  skimmed  off  and  shaken  twice  with  15  c.c. 
of  cold  distilled  water,  the  water  being  then  drained  off  and  the 
fatty  acids  dried  rapidly  in  an  oven  at  105°.  5  c.c.  of  these 
fatty  acids  are  shaken  with  5  c.c.  of  a  1  per  cent,  solution  of 
silver  nitrate  in  absolute  alcohol.  Under  these  circumstances 
cottonseed  oil  only  produces  a  barely  perceptible  brown  colour, 
while  kapok  oil  develops  a  deep  coffee  coloration.

The  British  Pharmacopoeia 

The  legislation  advocated  by  the  solicitor  to  the  Medical 
Council  is  (i)  an  amendment  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Great 
Britain),  enabling  penalties  under  it  to  be  recoverable  sum- 
marily, as  they  are  in  Ireland  ;  and  (2)  an  amendment  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  declaring  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  to 
be  the  standard  for  drugs,  compounded  medicines,  and  the 
like.  These  are  serious  propositions,  but  they  should  certainly 
be  resisted  with  all  energy  by  pharmacists,  at  all  events  until 
the  latter  have  an  equal,  if  not  a  preponderating,  vote  in  the 
compilation  of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  one  example  of  soda- 
water  is  sufficient.  If  this  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  could 
have  its  way,  we  should  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  every 
time  we  declined  to  sicken  our  customers  with  the  stuff  they 
please  to  call  soda-water.  This  will  never  do.  If  the  Pharma- 
copoeia is  to  be  a  commercial  as  well  as  a  medicinal  authority, 
we  must  have  a  fair  representative  share  in  its  compilation — 
and  in  its  profits.
